tempted to show her by boiling aud stew 
ing it that there was something wrong > 
about the brand she does use, tlie Royal. 
No amount of manipulation, however, 
succeeded in doiug this. Tlie Royal went 
through all tests triumphantly aud with- 
out u (law, aud tiie tester acknowledged 
herself beaten. 'The tester then took a 
eau of Royal from her pocket and from 
that produced almost auythuig sue call 
ed for. She said that site had made this 
test before many housekeepers, and had 
by it iuduced them to throw away the 
lio)al. ”.My opinion is,” writes Mrs. 
Puce, ’’that this testing is a fraud, it 
was evident to mo that tlie sample ot 
Royal she drew from her pocket had been 
doctored for the purpose of m.tkiug these 
tests, aud I cannot see how any sensible 
housewife could be so readily fooled. 1 
believe also that where they can they t 
slip some substance iuto tiie tiu iu 
which they boil the water aud powder. 
Where they aie watched too closely, uud 
cannot do it, then they produce tlie small 
cau expressly prepared for tiie purpose.” 

The vvoineu who are peitonuiug these 
alleged tests are perhaps iuuo.'eut of the 
great fraud iu which they are partici- 
pant*, but no censure is too severe for 
tlie employers who thus use them to do 
illicit work which they dare uot them- 
selves pei form, aud which has brought 
them before the courts elsewhere.

CLEANING SIDEWALKS. 

The ordinance relatiug to highways 
came from the common council amended 
by the ad 'itioti of a section regulatiiig 
the loafing on the sidewalk or steps or 
porticoes adj went thereto, aud this was 
passed in concurrence. 

The section relating to the cleaning of 
ice aud snow from the sidewalks by the 
owuers or ubuitors.as passed in the com- 
mon council, came up and caused a good 
deal of discussion. 

Alderman Coffin said that if any law 
was passed, it should apply to all the 
villages, instead of only three. Newtou 
Highlands and Newton Ceutre should be 
inclu led as well as Newtou He didn’t 
thiuk the law ought to apply to oue aud 
not to another. 

Mayor Hibbard said a majority of the 
voIims in these three villages wanted 
such an ordinance, aud iu the other vil- 
lages the maj >rity did not. 

Aldermau Harhach said ho did not 
think t ins was the proper way to reach 
the object desired. The cleauing ought 
lobe done by tlieci.y, and it would take 
only a small appropriation to provide for 
this. It would be a great inconvenience 
for Boston business meu living in those 
sretions, to provide in every storm for 
the cleaning ol their walks. 

Aldermau Sheppard said that as a 
place uro«v from a small village to a city 
the cleauing of sidewalks grew up by a 
process of evolution, aud clean sidewalks 
were as much of a necessity as street 
lights. The sentiment iu Ward Seveu 
for iustauco was very strong that this 
woik should be done, aud the proposed 
ordinance distributed it among the real 
estate owners. Asa matter of fact all 
but a verv few kept their walks clean 
now. and what was wanted was some I 
me ms of i etching the one or two that | 
did tiotliiug. Of course it was absurd to ! 
mike tin* ordinance apply to a country j 
village like Wuhan. In Ward 7 almost 
every decent man kept bis sidewalks 
clean, aud lie favored a*, me means of 
reaching the mm who would do nothing. 

Alderman liydn tuouglic it was too 
rnu;h of a hardship to compel Boston 
business ineu to come out after every 
storm aud clean bis wuIks. It was hard 
to timl any one in his section to do this 
wink, and in many houses there were 
only women. Tho city could do the 
work a great deal cheaper and uetter,and 
it wouIg pi ovule some thing tor the high- 
way laborers to do iu winter, and as we i 
ha i few storms tile cost would uot he i 
great. lie believed in its bpiug done by 
the city, just as the streets are sprinkled. 

Ablet in iu Churchill said lie favored 
having the sidewalks kept, clean, but he 
<iu! not believe in dividing the city aud 
making the residents of oue section clean , 
their walks, aud allowing others to let i 
theirs go uu leaned. lie believed iu 
some ordinance that would treat all alike ■ 
ami would secure clean walks all over 
( he city. 

The vote was then taken and Alder- j 
mao Sheppard voted yes, and all the ,

LINCOLN STREET. 

The healing on me location of a street 
railway on Lincoln and Woodward 
streets, Newton Highlands, called out a 
doziu or more, and President Parker ex- 
pliiued the position of his company 


which wns seeking a route to Upper 
Fulls, and did not care particularly, 
whether they went through Lincoln or j 
Hartford streot. 

Mr. Chas. 11. Guild said that ho re- ! 
presented a majority of the property ; 
owners and they woie much opposed to 
the granting of a location on that street. 
He was aware that a number of the resi- 
dents had signed tlio petition for a loca- 
tion on Walnut striet, but the case pre- 
sented a new aspect. A street railway 
was like the camel which once let it get 
its nose under t he tent, would soon get 
its whole body there. Lincoln streot had 
been beautifully Inid out, the trees had 
grown until they arched over tlio mad, 
and it was as line a street as Franklin 
or Sargent streets, and the people had 
as much pride in koeping it up. Many 
of them had come to Newton Highlands 
to escape tho net work of railroads, and 
the noise of their old homes, and they 
did not want to have the samo cont usion 
here. If a single track was laid a second 
track would soon come and tlio street 
would ho ruined for residences. The 
school house only had ono corner on 
Hartford street, but tho whole length of 
the lor was on Lincoln street, and there 
was also a prosperous kindergarten on 
the street, which would have to bo given 
up, if the railway ran through tho streot. 
lie supposed Upper Falls noeded the 
railway, but lie hoped tho board would 
tiud aome other feasible route where less 
damage would be done. 

Mr. ilutcliiuson said he was not yet a 
resident but lie had been so attracted by 
the quiet and beauty of tho streot that 
he had bought a lot there and intended 
to erect a house. lie liked the beauty 
and seclusiou, and a street railway would 
be a great detriment to tho street, would 
interfere with the trees, and would make 
the street unsafe. The street was uot 
wide enough for street cars, aud it would 
ruin the street for driviug. Electric cars 
he regarded as unsafe anyway, and it 
would be dangerous for the children of 
residents. He should never feel safe 
about his little girl if electric cars run 
through tho street. In Boston the ap- 
pearance of the streot car tracks always 
was followed by the desecration of the 
street, and it would be the samo here. 

It would only need telegraph poles to 
ruin the street entirely. He hoped some 
other route would be found. 

Mr. S. D. Whittemore also protested 
against the granting of tho location, and 
hoped some other route would be fouud. 

lie bad signed the petition for a loca- 
tion ou Walnut street, as he had children 
who attended the High School, and ueed- 
ed some means of getting there. 

Mr. Guild said if the Boston & Albany 
road had pursued a more liberal policy 
there would never have been any talk of 
a street railway. 

Mr. Parker said that very little dam- 
age would be done to the trees, aud the 
posts for trolley wires would be placed 
where they would bo least objectionable, 
lie had a petition from 304 citizeuk of 
Upper Falls, who asked to have the rail- 
road extended there. Tho only route 
was through Hartford or Lincoln streets. 

The hearing was then closed aud after 
a recess for the examination of maps of 
of the route, the locatiou was granted on 
Liucolu, Woodward, Elliot, High aud 
Sumuer streets. Aldermau Wilson only 
votiug no. 

The Telephone company asked for 
license to extend oue wire across Tre- 
mout street to Mr. Ellison’s. 

The Telephone Company also asked 
for location for poles ou Parker and 
Cypress streets aud a hearing was grant- 
ed for Moudav evening, May 10 Ji, at 
7.45. 

C. A. Farley was granted license to 
build music room 22 by 20, on Washing- 
ton street.

Interest Ins Knots about Wool. 

(From tho Boston Herald) 

A few days since «vn referred to tlie 
Wool Book, prepared by Mr. S. N. I), 
North, the able and careful secretary of 
the National Association of Wool Manu- 
facturers, in which he has collected a 
largo number of fa.ts relating to tho wool 
and woollen industry. We said at the 
timo that Mr. North was a statistician 
whoso care and competency could not be 
too much admirod, but that we found 
ourselves in frequent disagreement with 
him when it edme to the question of 
drawing deductions from the data that 
ho and others had collated. The Wool 
Book furnishes a mine of useful infor- 
mation, and wo liavo thought it well to 
consider a few* of the facts delved out of 
its pnges. 

One interesting item is the price of 
wool at different periods in our history. 

It will bo remembered that from the 
year 1840 to the outbreak of the civil war 
the tariff of the United .States was on an 
admittedly revenue basis. A part of 
that timo wool was subject to a relative 
ly low duty, and part of tho time many 
grades of wool were free. Tho result of 
this was, as given in Mr. North’s tables, 
that during the years 18511 and 1800 — that 
is, the years immediately piocediug the 
war, nun when the effect of the revenue 
tariff had bad a full opportunity to de- 
velop itself — tho average price of medium 
Ohio fleece wool was a little under forty- 
four cents. From that time until no w 
such legislation as has been passed by 
Congress has been in tho direction of 
protecting tho wool grower, and in this 
way adding to bis profits. but tlie re- 
sult of this legislation has been obviously 
disippointing, for, altbougb we had high 
wool duties iu 1807, modified wool duties 
in 1880, and iucreased wool duties iu 181HJ, 
the price of American grown wool has 
uot responded to the application of these 
artificial stimulants. The average price 
of medium Ohio fleece wool from 1880 to 
1801, inclusive, was less thau thirty- 
seven cents, or, in other words, about 20 
per ceut loss than the average price of 
this staple during what is termed the 
free trade period in our revenue system. 

Now, we do not affirm that this low 
price was occasioned by the tariff, or 
that the previous higher price was oc- 
casioned by free trade; but we do as- 
sert that, while the duties on wool have 
very seriously embarrassed tho opera- 
tions of American manufacturers ami 
have compelled every purchaser of wool- 
leu fabrics in the United States to pay 
more than lie otherwise would for these 
articles of necessity, the effect has not 
boon to give, as it was assumed it would, 
larger profits to the wool grower. It 
costs more, and not less, than it did 
thirty years ago to raise sheep in Ohio; 
that is, the value of the land is higher; 
and, nlthough the average yield of wool 
per sheop is greater, it is questionable 
whether this offsets the increase in tlie 

f irico of labor and the added value of 
and. But tho tariff tax has not stimu- 
lated prices, which have, as Mr. North 
has pointed out, followed the general 
range of prices in the great wool trading 
centres of the world. 

But, it may be said, the offect of this 
tariff lias been to prevent the annihila- 
tion of tho wool growing industry of tho 
Uuited States. It will be remembered, 
however, that fifty years ago the English 
farmers made precisely tho same appeal 
or protest when it was proposed in that 
country to put wool upon the free list. 
But Mr. Noith’s handbook shows tiiat 
the nu in per of sheep in the United 
Kingdom in 1801 was 83,583,083. while 
the number of sheep in the United S’ates 
at the same time is set dowu as 48,410, 
130; that is, taking population into ac- 
count, the English, iu spite of the free 
competition with the rest of the world, 
have a larger per Capita showing of sheep 
than is to bo found in this country. It 
may bo said chat this is a foreign show- 
ing, which cauuot be applied with ad- 
vantage in this country. Assuming this 
to be the case, take tho contrast shown 
by the American recoid. The high duty 
upon wool was imposed in 1807; that is, 
before that time the duty was by com- 
parison moderato. But in 1807 the per 
capita number of sheep in the United 
States was 1 0-100, while in 1802 it wus 

72-100. That is, before tho high protec- 
tive duty on wool we had more than one 
sheep for each inhabitant of our country, 
while now we have not quite three- 
quarters of a sheep for each inhabitant. 
This certainly cannot bo considered a 
satisfactory exhibit. 


Education Needed. 

The Boston correspondent of the 
Springfield Republican takes a rather 
pessimistic view of the political situation 
and says: 

If ever there was any hope for the 
success of a campaign of education, the 
time is now. The Republican masses 
are protectionists because their lenders 
are, and the leaders are protectionists, I 
believe, not because they have any in- 
telligent idea on the snbjoct, hut because 
some wealthy men who subscribe large 
sums to the Republican campaign fund 
are afraid to trust themselves to their 
own ability in the eonti'ot of trade, but 
are fearful that they will fail iu business 
unless they have tlie power of taxing 
their fellow-citizens for their own benefit 
and are able to fall back upou tlie pro- 
digious compulsion of the national 
authorities iu carrying out their scheme. 
The manufacturers use the politicians 
to get the votes which will keep the 
taxes on, and the politicians use tlie 
money which is gathered by the taxes 
(such part of it as the manufacturers 
choose to subscribe to the campaign 
fund) to keep themselves iu oflice, while 
the people are humbugged botli into pay- 
ing the taxes and voting for tlie poli- 
ticians. As to mi intelligent understand- 
ing of the tarilf question, it is iu the 
future. The Republicans ure protec- 
tionists because tho combination of 
manufacturers and politicians has led 
them to that point, w bile the Democrats 
are agalust the high tarilf because some- 
tiling is wrong, and they have uu idea, 
given them gratis by their leaders, that 
the tarilf is iu some way responsible for 
their troubles. 

My observations of tlie thinking of the 
Democratic masses is one reason for say- 
ing this of tbeui, while a conversation 
today witli some Republicans is ample 
justification of my remarks about tlie 
Republicans. There were two of them. 
They have recently been, both of them, 
members of the Senate. One of them is 
iu the iron business and believes be 
knows soiuetbiug about tlie effect of the 
tarilf upou him. Both of them said that 


Oliver Aines is just, light in biR ideas 
about the tariff and its relation to New 
England. This part of the country 
•would be a great deal bettor off if coal 
pud iron ore could no obtained from the 
provinces north of us. This manufac- 
turer bad no doubt of that, in spite of all 
that has been said to show that if this 
material were tree New England would 
reap no benefit. ‘ I know what Ames 
wants,” said one ‘‘I use just, the same 
kind of iron as bo does “I know just 
whore the saving would como in. lie is 
right, in his idea.” But both of thoso 
men were Republicans and had no more 
idea, apparently, of lifting a finger 
against the tariff, which was hurting 
Miem,thnu they bad of trying to establish 
negro slavery in Massachusetts. They 
were Republic tns. and were going to 
vote the patty ticket, of course, and no 
more di earned of being independent than 
of committing forgery. It would not ho 
respectable, in their eyes, to he so. 
When it enme to the question of Ames’s 
nomination to Congress, ”if he had not 
come out quite so soon,” they said, he 
might have got the nomination without 
any trouble. Now it is a question. 

('ml Service Reform. 

Rev. Henrv Lambert, president of the 
Newton Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion, delivered an address, at the annual 
meeting of that nssoci ition, upon civil 
service reform prospects in this country, 
which ably recounted the advances it lias 
mado, and did not fail to rebuke what- 
ever remissness there hnd been in high 
quarters in extending the operations of 
the civil service law. He commended 
the bills introduced into the House by 
Representatives Lodge, Hoar and An- 
drew, and declared that “should these 
bills be passed, they will warrant, a well- 
founded expectation that the whole pub- 
lic service, wherever it is practicable, 
will be brought, into harmony with the 
merit system in due time.” — Boston 
Transcript. ,

Arsenical Wall Papers. 

l)r. C. 1 1. Osgood of Wellesley, formerly 
of Newton, has been in poor health for 
some time, owing to arsenic in the wall 
in his house on Blue Hill avenue, 
‘sley Hills. 

_’aper irom tils house lm> been examined 
and found to contain large quantities of 
arsenic. 

It is the opinion of many physicians that 
the present law in regard to the use of 
arsenic iu wall papers is Ineffective. 

In a conversation with a Graphic re- 
porter said that, in hi- opinion, it was im- 
perative that tlie Legislature should take 
such action in the matter as would Insure 
the manufacture of wall paper without the 
use of arsenic. 

believe,” lie added, “that it is tlie duty 
of the state to appoint expert examiners, 
and that some of the manufacturers ure 
not safe parties to be trusted with the ex- 
aminations.” 

lie cited the case of Judge White’s 
daughter. “Judge White,” lie said, *’is my 
nei jlibor. and the Illness of Ids daughter 
was found to be due to arsenic iu wall 
paper. The paper examined whs stamped 
“Tested for arsenic,” and was supposed to 
be free from that Insidious poison, yet upon 
examination it w as found to contain arsenic 
iu large quantities. This shows,” eontiuu- 
ed Hi Osgood, “how little the state law 
amounts to.” 

“in my ow n case 1 had sumples of my 
paper sent to a chemist, who pronounced 
them all right. The paper was afterward 
examined by I’rof. Wood of Harvard, und 
found to contain arseuic in large quanti- 
ties. 

“My only object in giving these facts, ” 
suid Dr. Osgood in conclusion, “is to show 
the need of some better law s in the interest 
of the heultli of persons unsuspicious of 
danger from the use of arsenic in wall pa- 
per manufacture.” 

Dr. Osgood’s condition is still very crit- 
ical, but Dr. Blodgett said that be was now, 
he thought, on the road to recovery-

WASHINGTON STREET AGAIN. 

That the movement tof widen Washing- 
ton street is something more than mere 
talk was shown at the meeting of the 
board of aldermen Monday night, when 
a petition whs presented, signed by a 
great number id the solid men of New- 
ton, including many of the largest pro- 
perty holders on the north side of the 
track. It produced au effect upon the 
boaid and n hearing was appointed for 
Monday evening. M iy 10th, when the 
project will be fu'ly ventilated. The 
peti (oners nsked for 100 feet, and now 
now that wp are about it, uo less number 
of feet should he accepted. 

We want mie street that will be a 
credit to the city, and with a hundred 
foot driveway between Newton and West 
Newi.in, we wou'd have a drive that 
everv citizen would be proud of, and that 
would advertise the city to every one 
that pissed through on the trains of the 
Boston & Al iany. 

The figures of the probable cost are 
very reason ible, and now that the Bos- 
ton & Albany corporation is willing to 
pay a share of the cost, no better op- 
por'.iiiihv could be fouud, and the ex- 
pens-- would scarcely be felt by any tax- 
payer. 

No improvement that has been talked 
of in a long time has met with such a 
cordial endorsement from all classes of 
citiz-UR, and very hearty words of ap- 
pr>*\al are heard from every side. The 
value of propei ty all aloug the line 
would be lucre ised, and real estate meu 
say it would loiug a boom to the north 
side of tire city, that would be felt all 
along the hue. There are many fine 
buil ling lots north of the railroad and 
near Washington street, which have not 
been sold because » lie approach to them 
by way of Washington street has heeu so 
forbidding. Prospective purchasers 
could not he blindfolded while being 
taken along thin thoroughfare, and 
hence they could not be induced to buy, 
altlioiuh in nil other respects the pro- 
peity w .1 s ju-t what iliey desired, within 
e o»> leach of the depots and street cars, 
healthy loc I'iou, and moderate in price. 
With a wjil,- and handsome thorough- 
f.ue, all ibis would lm changed, and laud 
all along the louie would immediately be- 
come valuable. 

Judging from the men who have taken 
bold of t )is pn-juui , it will.hu carried 
tin mgli. as they are men who are not 
easily discouraged, and are not used to 
giving up when they oucu become in- 
terested in all enterprise. They are 
celt Hilly in a I’.iir way to earn the title 
of public benefactors.

Our State Legislature is not receiving 
very much praise for its work, and a 
whole chorus of censure has gone up for 
its very gentle treatment of tho endow- 
ment orders, for its kindness to rnil- 
load and corporate interests, and in 
general for its lack of ability to take hold 
properly of tho many very important 
questions that have come before it. Such 
a legislature as the present cue furnish- 
es an able argutnout against biennial 
elections, as most people tliiuk one year 
of such a body is enough. One of the 
specimen bills is that providing for the 
proper representation of the state at th e 
World’s fair, which plans to have Massa- 
chusetts represented there by the govern- 
or and 10 of his staff, the lieutenant- 
governor, council, state secretary, 
treasurer, auditor, attorney-general, the 
brigade and battalion commanders of 
the state militia, president of tlie Senate, 
speaker of the House, committee on 
federal relatious, a special committee of 
seven from the Senate aud IS from the 
House, clerks of the two branches, 
sergeant-at-arms and a representative 
from each Boston daily paper. Why they 
did not go on and iuclude one representa- 
tive from every paper in the state, daily 
and weekly, in their list of doad-heads, 
is a wonder, but it would have been jusi 
as sensible. A smart m.in with a big 
blue pencil would fill a loug feit want in 
the legislature, and the whole proceed- 
ings show tlie necessity of a more care- 
ful scrutiny of candidates, when the sue 
cessors of these legislators are chosen. 

A Correspondent suggests that all 
the cals in the city ought to wear a bell, 
so as to give warning to the robius and 
other birds. If tho cats would only kill 
the English sparrows no one would ob- 
ject to their spending all their time hunt- 
ing, but tlie trouble is they do not dis- 
tinguish between birds that are a uu 
sauce and those that are not. 

The rural weeklies are now supplied 
with a Boston letter from the Republi- 
can campaign committee, which contains 
very stale news by the time it is issued. 
So far only one suburban paper has been 
pre v ailetl upon to give space for it. 

Coai. has gone up 50 ceuts a ton for 
stovn size, a«»d 25 for larger sizes, owing 
to the exactions of the coal trust. Evi- 
dently every family in the land will have 
to contribute to the profits of this great 
monopoly.

It has au alpbah tic.il 
list of the inhabitants, which answers 
every purpose of a directory, and tlie 
street directory is continued and m ule 
more complete than previously, as it 
' gives the residents of every house, with 
new features, the dnys on which the 
ladies are at home, and tlie summer resi- 
dence of the family.

A monk trial was given Wednesday 
evening in City Hall under the auspices 
of Gen. Hull Lodge, A. O. U. W. An 
orchestra of three pieces furnished 
music, and the trial was evidently lis- 
tened to with rare enjoyment by the 
large audience present. 

Court opened at 8 o’clock with Judge 
W. F. Slocum on the bench. The prose- 
cuting attorney, A. S. Perry, Esq., and 
counsel for the defence, Capt. A. V. New- 
ton, took their places in silence, and the 
prisoner, in some trepidation, was ushered 
in by Capt. Davis. 

The court crier, Mr. F. T. Benner, 
called the court to order, and clerk W. S. 
Slocum lead the court docket. 

The case of Prof. J. B. Taylor vs. Ed- 
ward Sands for tho larceny of a Plymouth 
llock rooster, on the night of Dec. 24, of 
the value of 810, lirst came before the 
court. 

Tho prisoner, a colored gentleman, 
pleaded not uuilty. 

The jury were then impanelled as fol- 
lows: Benj. Harrison, foreman. (Rev.H. 
B. Patrick), Ja.nes G. Blaine, (Hon. 
James W. Dickinson), Jay Gould, (Kev. 
J. M. Dutton), D. B. Bill; (Geo. Walton), 
Thomas B. Reed, (E. W. Kedpath), \Vm. 
McKinley, Jr., (N. H. Chadwick), B. F. 
Butler, (Thomas Emerson), Rising Sun 
Morse, (E. E. Stiles). John L. Sullivan, 
(G. F. Churchill), Geo. Fred Williams, 
(H. R. Thompson), Henry Cabot Lodge. 
(l)r. F. E. Crockett). 

The jury was then sworn. 

Just at this time some commotion was 
caused by the prisoner forcing his way 
to the jury box and trying to bribe the 
jury by treating them to cigarettes, hut 
Capt. Davis soon marched the man of 
color to his place again. 

The witnesses for tho plaiutiff were 
sworn and Prof. J. B. Taylor, the com- 
plainant, was first called. lie testified to 
living in Newtonville a teacher by voca- 
tion, aud poultry raising was his avoca- 
tiou.

On cross-examination he admitted know- 
ing of a cook fight at Nonantum. 

Reginald Howard Turner swore to be- 
ing a married man. was out ou the night 
' in question, and returning about 11 
o’clock saw a man with a sack. Fol- 
lowed him up Court street, to Sands’ 
house and saw the rooster placed in the 
safe. The rooster wa9 Prof. Taylor’s and 
the man was Sands. 

He went to the rooster fight at Nonan- 
tum, purchasing a ticket of Mr. A. R. 
Mitchell. Saw Sands and tho Plymouth 
Rook. The prisoner was backing the 
bird for $1<>. Saw Messrs. Dearborn, 
Fitch and other wellknown men. All 
wore bet'ing. As fight was about to 
commence, Officer Davis appeared and 
the crowd lied. The defendant ran too. 

At this point the Plymouth Rock (?) 
rooster was brought in by Officer Davis 
and identified by the witness and Prof. 
Taylor.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THE LOWER IHIANCII FAVOR REMOVING 
WATER HOAR 0*8 I*IPK YARDS. 

A meeting of the Common Council was 
held Monday evening, Counoilmen Lunt 
and Downs being absent. 

They concurred with the action of the 
Alderman for a hearing May 10 to peti- 
tioners, for the widening of Washington 
streot. 

Tho ordinance relating to highways 
came down from the Aldermen, amended 
by striking out Sec. 20 relating to the re- 
moval of snow from sidewalks. 

Councilm in Bothfeld, who originated 
the provisions in Sec. 20. in answer to tho 
wishes of liis constituents in Ward Seven, 
moved that tho council adhere to its 
former action, and the motion passing it 
was followed by a motion, that President 
Roffo appoint a committee of three to 
act in conference with a committee from 
the Aldermen. Tho motion passed. 

Councilman McGee presented a peti- 
tion signed by Austin R. Mitchell asking 
for the removal of the pipe yard of the 
water board on Austin street. Referred to 
the water board. 

Councilman Green presented a remon- 
strance against the erection of a staole 
on tho land now occupied by tho water 
board on Crafts street. The land was 
taken when Newton was a town, for a 
gravel pit and then for a temporary pipe 
yard for the use of tho water board. The 
latter now proposes to erect a stable on 
this land for the accomodation of about 
fifteen horses. 

Withiu the last fivo years some four- 
teen houses have been built in this vicini- 
ty, costing $5,0<Jt) and more, each, and 
the foundations for a house to cost $8, 
500 are now being laid very near this 
yard. The city has been benefited some- 
thing like $125,000 iu increased value of 
taxatiou in this part of tho Ward within 
tho last fivo years, and a stable in that 
vicinity will be very objectionable. The 
remonstrance was refeired to the water 
board. , » ... 

Councilman Degen presented a petition 
for a fire alarm signal station, and a 
police alarm box at Chestnut Hill, also a 
petition for concrete sidewalks on buro- 
ner street. 

Councilman Knapp presented a peti- 
tion for sidewalk near the premises of 
Franklin Ilarkius, Ward Four. 

Couucilmau Greeu submitted a petition 
for gutters and repairs on Prince street. 

Councilman Staples offered an order 
appropriating $825 for the purchase of 
ten hydrants to be placed in the old 
mains. The order was adopted. An 
order presented by the same gentleman 
that Chapter 74, laws of legislature, 1891, 
relating to the preservation of the public 
health iu cities, was adopted. 

Couucilmau Green reported, aud the 
ordinance relating to tho fire department 
and to street railways, was passed to be 
ordained. 

The council adjourned to May 10. 

THE NEW ELECTRIC ROAD. 

THE P ROGUES MADE, AND THE PROSPECT 
FOR EARLY SERVICE. 

The new electric line which is sooner 
or later to connect the north aud south 
sides of the city is being rapidly pushed 
forward and a continuance of the energy 
which has so far characterized its pro- 
gress, may see the entire line of road 
completed Jwi thin the uext two or three 
months. 

Work commenced one week ago Mon- 
day on Walnut str. et, at the junction of 
Homer street, and the road has been 
built as far as the uew houses near Griff- 
in avenue, which distinguish Newton 
Highlands from Cary Cross, so called. 

The rails are laid, tho wires complet- 
ing the electric current put iu, and the 
placing of paving stones outside of the 
rails, completed. 

The distance completed is about two 
thirds of a mile, and the progression end 
<jf the liuo is vnttiiu one third mile of the 
Square, and the Boston & Albauy circuit 
Road at Newton Highlands. 

Most of the distance was covered last 
week, showing what the gang of 5U or 
more men now at work can do in that 
time. , , . 

A conundrum is yet to he solved as to 
when the work of laying the sewers in 
Waluut street will be finished, allowing 
the road to complete its Walnut street 
line from Newtonville to the Highlands. 
Work on the sewer has been retarded by 
the big ledge encountered opposite 
Bullough’s pond, just below Lake View 
avenue, where the pipes bad to be laid 
nearly 40 feet below the street surface. 

Mr. French of the newer department 
says they have got through the ledge and 
the greatest difficulty is yet to be en- 
countered iu getting past Bullough's 
pond. No estimate oi opinion could be 
obtained as to the probable time which 
may lie required to lay the. sewer through 
here, as it wi'l probably prove a very 
serious obs:acle. Oneo through this spot, 
and the sewer can he rapidly pushed up 
Homer street to Newton Centre. 

The present intention of tho Newton «fc 
Boston Street Railway Co. as learned, is 
Co complete the line between Newton- 
ville, Newton Highlands and Upper Falls 
and as soon as the sewer is completed up 
Homer street to continue the ti auks to 
Newton Centre. This will test the 
patience of Newtou Centre citizens, where 
a location was first granted Lite electric 
coad, but the delay is unavoidable when 
the sewer work is taken into considera- 
tion. 

The coutra.t provides for the comple- 
tion of the road within 00 days, and with 
a larger force of men it could easily bo 
accomplished, but even jf the road is 
completed in that time it is doubtful if 
residents of the Highlands or the Falls 
will ride on tho new electrics the first of 
July as many are anticipating. 

The location of poles is still to be 
granted the company, if the trolley system 
«>f transmit iug power is used, and some 
time will necessarily be consumed iu 
erecting these and stringing the wires.

A citizeu of New- 
ton, who is much interested in the work 
of exterminating the caterpillars, has 
offered the committee a sum of money to 
he divided iu the following manner, to 
wit: A gratuity ol 50 ceuts to every one 
w ho handed iu to the committee a collec- 
tion of 1000 belts or over aud less than 
JfiOO; and 75 cents to each one whose col- 
lection amounted to 0000 or over, but 
who did uut receive a prize. Thu total 
uuinber of belts of Tent Caterpillar eggs 


handed to tho committee was 121,008, 
and estimating 200 eggs to each bolt.it 
can be easily seen that Newton is to be 
congratulated on tho grand results.

The Hen Questiou. 


To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Our city board of health is to bo com- 
mended for tho wise aud efficient meas- 
ures they have adopted with a view of 
prohibiting the keeping of hens in the 
city of Newton. The members of that 
board have acted with a view to protect 
tho public health. For a long time the 
health and safety of our citizeus have 
been seriously interferred with by the 
keeping of hens. Those persons who 
have been engaged in the business have 
evidently been unmindful of the rights 
of their neighbors and of the effect which 
the business they were engaged in was 
having upon the health of the com- 
munity. No one, of course, will claim 
that this business is necessarily a 
nuisance by reason of the filth iuoideut 
to it, but the injury to health arises from 
the crowing of roosters and tho cackling 
of hens. It is the opinion of most 
emiuent physicians that many nervous 
diseases arise from disturbances during 
the hours of sleep. It is of the utmost 
importance that a person after retiring 
should be allowed to sleep without being 
disturbed until he is fully rested. This 
he cannot do if there is a rooster in tho 
neighborhood which is liable to awake 
him at au early hour in the morning, and 
even if the rooster does not crow tho 
consciousness that he is liable to crow 
tends to make the sleeper restless. Our 
board of health have had tho wisdom 
aud forethought to attempt to guard 
against the injury resulting to health 
from this cause by providing that no one 
shall keep hens without first obtaining a 
license, and in case anyone objects to the 
license being granted, to refuse it. This 
is exactly as it should be, and the result 
of this order must inevitably be the 
prohibition of the business of keeping 
hens in this city. 

I desire to commend the board so far 
as they have gone iu this matter, aud to 
urge upon its members the importance 
of the adoption of such other regula- 
tions in the smie direction as may be 
necessary to protect ilie health of our 
citizens.’ It iB the duty of the board of 
health to protect tho citizen in the en- 
joyment of sleep, and to do whatever 
may be necessary to prevent auy dis- 
turb tnco during the hours iu which 
people are accustomed to devote to rest. 

1 have never been able to see any good 
re4sou why ray neighbor should tie 
allowed to keep a canary bird, which 
commences to sing at an early hour and 
not only disturbs my rest, but that of my 
neighbors; or why my neighbor should 
be allowed to keep cats which indulge in 
a serenade underneath my window at 
two o’clock iu the morning; or to keep 
dogs which bark at the least provocation 
during the night time; or parrots which 
are liable to disturb my rest in tire early 
hours of the day. 

it would certainly ho wise if out 
hoard of health would at once adopt 
stringent measures with a view of pro- 
hibiting the keeping of all such nuisances 
which iu any way interferre with the 
peace and enjoyment which every citizeu 
is entitled to in his own home. They 
ought also to go a step farther iu the 
same direction and prevent that greatest 
of all nuisances, the milk cart, which 
comes around before light in the morn- 
ing. disturbing the rest of the eutire 
neighborhood; aud again, 1 can see no 
reason why hack drivers should he al- 
lowed to transport passengers through 
the streets in front of people's houses 
after ten o’clock iu the evening. These 
carriages rumbling through the streets 
are liable to awake people, aud iu so 
doing affect to a greater or less extent 
the public health of the community. 

Again, 1 would like to know if a citizen 
ought not to have some protection against 
disturbances caused by ruuniug steam 
aud street cars after ten o’clock in the 
evening. 1 have been awakened mauy 
times by the nuisance of the uoise which 
women from the operation of cars late ut 
night. The corporations which own aud 
i operate these cars are doing it for private 
! gain, and why should they be allowed to 
disturb my rest iu order to make mouey 
for themselves. 

I fully coucui with the hoard of health 
that no one has a right to keep roosters 
aud liens, either for gain or pleasure, 
which disturb my rest by crowing and 
cackling, and I cannot understand why 
the same rule should not apply to hack- 
men, milkmen, railroad and railway com- 
panies carrying on business at unseason- 
able hours, to the detrimeul of the 
health of the public iu order that they 
may enrich themselves, if the public 
will only give to our board of healtli 
earucst aud cordial support it will result 
iu the Garden City becoming a delightful 
place to sleep in aud do much to remedy 
aud cure those nervous troubles which 
have beau prevalent in our coutmuutiy.

TIONAL (LUll. 

Our club today closes the lfith year of 
its existence with this session. We havo 
mot together including this sessiou, 1:1 
timos with an average attendance of 
about 100. 

Early in tho Renson the question camo 
before tho directors as to the wisdom of 
enlarging our number. The limit of 200 
had been reached and so many were 
seeking admittance and ninny had been 
on the waiting list so long that it seemed 
advisable to take the matter Into consid- 
eration. It was finally put to a vote in 
the club, and it was decided that twonty- 
five bo admitted to membership. At the 
meeting of Federated clubs in Chicago 
next, week, this question of tho desire- 
ability of limitation of clubs is to bo dis- 
cussed. and doubtless many opinions will 
be expressed and and ideas gained on 
this important subject. SVo havo as us- 
ual contributed the amount necessary to 
support tho scholarship in theTuskcogeo 
Normal school and several lotters havo 
been sent to us by the gratefulrecipieuts. 
Also onXtuas, barrels of book and cloth. 
There was a departure this year in tho 
direction of tho Institiuo at Hampton, 
the suggestion was made by lion. G. D. 
Gilman at our Now Yeai's reception that 
a scholarship bo raised to eneourageGen- 
eral Armstrong iu his work. We were 
succosstul aud one tnoreColored girl anx- 
ious to be educated to help her people— 
is our beneficiary. A letter ft jm tier was 
road by Mrs. Ilardon recently, giving us 
a good idea of her mental capacity, aud 
making us realizo that tho small amount 
needed to pay the expenses of a pupil to 
these schools was well worth the effort 
made in collecting it. 

Tho Salvation of the Colored people 
lies in their education into good citizen- 
ship, moral and law-abiding. It is tho 
work that must reach out a helping 
hand, they need the aid, it is our duty to 
our country, may we not hope that with 
an increased membership wo may •in- 
crease that aid?— At the twelve regular 
meetings of our club, twenty-nine pa- 
pers have been read — twenty-three by our 
own members. This is a great increase 
over other years owiug partly to a great- 
er willingness of members to be called 
upon and partly by the subjects being 
divided and short papers being expected 
from those appointed. Tho annual out- 
ing papers were read by Mrs. Chapman 
ou “Interlaken.” Miss Cushman aud 
Mrs. Jenkins ou trips near home, Mrs. 
Webster on a Western trip aud how she 
formed a club, Mrs. Hastings,* historian 
of the annual picnic, Mrs. Phipps brought 
for our enjoyment admirable water color 
sketches of places visited, lovely bits, at 
Marblehead Neck and in the country. At 
a symposium ou crime, Mrs. Itinlett.Mrs. 
Burroughson, Mrs. Elder, Mrs. Allen 
and Mrs. Abby Davis took part. The 
subjects were “Causes of Crime,” “What 
cau we do to prevent Crime,” “The rela- 
tion of Schools to the child.” “How to 
deal with Criminals” and“the prevention 
of crime,” “Public amusements iu rela- 
tion to crime,” “The relatiou of the 
State to Crime.’’ Jan. 4th for the first 
time since our organization tho subject 
of Suffrage for Women, was made the 
topic. In late years public opinion is so 
largely in favor of political equality and 
our membership being composed of our 
most intelligent women our debate was 
rather oue sided. The affirmative was 
taken by our President, the negative by 
Mrs. Martin. The other speakers were; 
Mrs. Hastings ou a purified and restrict- 
ed ballot, Mrs. Luke Davis on former and 
now exploded ideas, Miss Amelia Davis 
on tho justice of the suffrage, Mis. 
Charles Davis, a birth-riglit suffragist, a 
daughter of a noble father aud mother 
pposed to injustice in auy form or to- 
wards any color, gave her ideas. April 
12th two poets claimed our attention, 
Miss Gilman read on Margaret Judkins 
Preston, with selections from her poems, 
Mrs. Raymond one of Emily Dickinson, 
Miss Porter read in selections. Ou out- 
last meeting April 25th, Our Citv was the 
subject that interested all. Mrs. Charles 
Fisuer, Miss Amelia Davis, Mrs. Hastings, 
Miss Shepherd, Mrs. Elliot, told us of its 
history, its government, the judiciary, 
its police, aud its industries. This re- 
cord gives an idea »i the work of our 
own members. Six afternoons we have 
listened to others. Mrs. Mary Clement 
Leavitt, the organizer and promoter of 
Temperance, who has travelled iu all 
countries under the auspices of the 
World’s Temperance Christian Uuiou 
jame pefore us with hot story of wonder- 
ful experiences. Mrs. Forman gave a 
lecture on George Meredith, of much 
force aud earnestness and read selections 
with great dramatic power, Ellen Butclle 
Deitrich told its of the women of Africa, 
Mrs. Noble, a Russian, working iu the in- 
terest of the American Society for re- 
form in Russia, gave a most instructive 
ami interesting lecture. Mr. Porter told 
of tho Ancient Landmarks of Boston, it 
is, we hope, to be told by another histori- 
an, how these ancient places were visited 
by a party led by Mr. Porter. Mrs. Lillie 
Chaco Wyman recounted tho story of tho 
Grimko sisters. Wo have had two class- 
es sor special study, one a civil govern- 
ment, taking us its text book, John 
Fiske's civil government iu tho United 
States. This class conducted by Miss 
Amelia Davis, made the departiite of a 
different leader, at each session, no pa- 
pers were prepared, but each oue was 
expected to have a knowledge of the 
chapter under discussion aud to give in- 
telligent answers to the questions asked. 
A class iu Art was also formed and has 
.met alternate weeks. 

We have had some pleasaut social oc- 
cassious, our first meeting was a recep- 
tion, at the home of Mrs. Dr. Crockett, 
who hospitably invited us, and who as- 
sisted in receiving the guests with Mrs. 
Walton. It was a pleasant afternoon and 
tho ample rooms wero crowded with 
friends old aud now. Our New Year’s 
Reception, was also largely attended. 
The church parlors, arrayed so tasteful- 
ly and artistically, reflected great credit 
ou the committee appointed. Iu the ill- 
ness of the lecturer exuected, au itn* 
promtu talk on the 8outl> was arranged, 
Major Raulett giving a most interesting 
talk on his at my experiences, followed 
by Capt. Howard, Mr. N. T. Allen aud 
Hon. G. D. Gilman, who suggested rais- 
ing the bcholuibhip fund for Hampton, 
which was so successfully accomplished. 
Later iu the evening coffee aud cuke 
were served. Guo of our pleasantest oc- 
casions was the reception given the club 
by Mrs. Andrew J. Bailey of Newtou at 
her lovely home, for entertainment the 
guests appeared iu the form of an ani- 
mated library, ouch representing some 
book. They were introduced by the 
author's name, aud much amusement 
wu* caused by the efforts to identity the 
volume? or story, “Snow Bound,” “A 
tale of two cities.” “Twice told tales,” 
“East Angels,” “A bow of Orange rib- 
bon’’ appeared for those to read who 
could run. Mauy club courtesies have 
been extended to our otfioers tho Presi- 


dent and Secretaries. Tho “Old and 
New” of Malden. The Winchester 
Woman's Glut*, tho Woburn Club, tho 
Women’s Club of Melrose, the Women’s 
Club of Worcester, tho Wellesley Hills 
Club have most kindly invited your of- 
ficers ns your representations and they 
have accepted or Rent delegates. Th a 
interchange of hospitality is in accord 
with the club idea of mutual helpfulness 
and unity of purpose. The amount of 
work done by our own members, is most 
encouraging, may wo not hope to go on. 
until Hometimo when each will foci a 
sense of duty in regard to making our 
meetings bright and lively, it is only by 
making tho effort, that growth ia pro 
dttced. Thoie is much latent talent 
here, which needs to be aroused, and it 
is the sinoero hope of all who wish tho 
good of our club that we get our inspira- 
tion from within, and not from withont.

Reciprocal Trade it It li Honduran 

(Front llimton Herald.) 

Homo time ago wo roforred to the isRu- 
ance of proclamations declaring recipro- 
cal trade botweon certain countries and 
the United States ns a policy of the 
present government which was some- 
what misleading, as it happened that the 
items, announced in the pioclamation of 
the President, as admissible froo of duty 
into the fort ign eouotry, were those 
which the said country had already upon 
its tree list. The proclamation issued on 
the 1st of May, announcing that, in re- 
ciprocity for admission into the United 
States free of duty of all artioles enume- 
rated in sec. 3 of the tariff act of 180o, the 
government of Honduras will, by due 
legal enactment, ndmit, froo of all duty 
from and after May 25. 1802, a list of 
articles which are the products and 
manufacture of the United State-, is less 
misleading in this respect than some of 
the previous proclamations have been. 
Hut it contains none the les*, a number 
of statements which fill the eye and the 
oar as if tboy were of value, but have no 
force and effect in practical trade. These 
proclamations would he less open to 
suspicion if a classification was made, 
and it was said that such and sueh arti- 
cles have hitherto been admitted duty 
free and will continue to bo so ad mil tod, 
while other specified articles, which have 
hitherto hail a duty imposed upon them, 
will now havo the duty removed. If this 
were done, the proclamations would have 
a loss imposing effect; but they would be 
much more intelligible, hccauso they 
would then bo entirely truthful in im- 
plication, as well as statement. 

We have no wish to underestimate the 
advantages of trade with our Spanisb- 
American neighbors to the south, al- 
though, as wo havo pointed out on past 
occasions, the opportunities for trade ex- 
pansion are very much more hopeful be- 
yond our notliern than beyond our 
southern frontier. Still, the trade with 
Central America is not to be despised. 
In 1870 our imports from that district 
were less than a million dollars. Iu 1880 
they had rison to more than $3,000,000, 
and within the last year or two have ex- 
panded to more than $8,000,000 in value 
per year. This has been chiefly due to 
the great iucrorse that has taken place 
in the domestic use in this country of 
those tropical fruits and vegetables which 
we have had the good sense to admit 
duty free. This has led to the establish- 
ment of liuos of transportation between 
the several countries and to the cultiva- 
tion of a desire for American products. 

Our trade with Central America has in 
consequence increased very considera- 
bly, that is, we now sell there each year 
more than $5,000,000 worth of our pro- 
ducts — a very considerable gain, seeing 
that in 1880 our sales were less than $2, 
000,000. Hut although tho United States 
is tho great purchaser of tho products of 
these Ceutral American states, tho mer- 
chants of the countries included in that 
group still continue to supply themselves 
very largely in tho markets ot Europe, 
for the reason, no doubt, that supplies 
can be obtained there at lower prices, for 
certainly so far as convenience in ship- 
ment is concerned wo have at the present 
time opportunities far iu advance of any 
other country. 

Iu the bulletin issued last year by the 
bureau of the American republics at 
Washington, William A. Curtis, the 
director, 6aid, referring to Honduras: 
“Hardware, silks and cottons are tho 
principal articles of import into Hon- 
duras.” If one will go over tho list of 
our exports to Honduras m tho year 
1801, he will find ihat the largest single 
item in value is wheat flour, which, 
however, is not made free by the reci- 
procity treaty. The other largo items 
of export from this country to Honduras 
are medicines, cotton cloth, wearing ap- 
parel, powder and explosives, boots 
and shoes, sugar and molasses, aud beef 
products. All of these still continue to 
bo dutiable. The one considerable item 
of export which will go in free under 
the new reciprocity treaty is machinery 
of all kinds, including sewing maebiues 
and separate or extra parts of the same. 
Of those there were exported to Hon- 
duras in the year 181)1 articles to the 
value of $75,024. That is, this one item 
forms so large a part of the concession 
granted by tho reciprocity treaty, that 
all the other commodities combined that 
are now placed on the froo list did not 
amount iu the value of their exports in 
1801 to $50,000. 

The groat bulk of trade botweeu our 
own country and Honduras, so far us 
our exports are concerned, are entirely 
unaffected by tins trade treaty. It would 
unquestionably have been of advantage 
to New England if tho duty could have 
boon taken from cotton cloth and boots 
and shoes and manufactures of leather- 
two concessions that would have been 
about equivalent iu their effects to tho 
entire list of concessions granted iu the 
treaty. Hut Honduras lias to depend— 
as almost all of these Spanish-Amer lean 
countries do — upon its customs taxes in 
order to raise its needed revenue, aud as 
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Tho Mar In f ho Watch Trado. 

(From the Philadelphia Time*.) 

The reasons for the war which has 
brought bankruptcy to makers and cheap 
watches to the million were thus explain- 
ed to a Times reporter by Simon Mu hr of 
Henry Muhr's Sons, itself r.o mo in factor 
in the watch trade, with its great build- 
ing on Broad street devoted to the manu- 
facture of cases nnd its lAmiflcations in 
the general jewelry trado. 

“You know,” be said, “that there are 
two great watch companies in tho United 
Stales, tho Wultlinm of Mastncliusetfs, 
aud tho Elgin of Illinois. Thoy have 
both had eras of great prosperity and 
havo accumulated large capital. These 
successes stimulated smaller companies 
which have sprung up and gone down 
again, all over the country. As soon as 
those smallor conoerns got into a position 
to increaso their product nnd begin to 
mnko a profit tho large companies reduco 
tho prices and knock tho support from 
under the smallor concerns. In this wn> 
the Lancaster, the Cheshire, the Aurora, 
the Hccklonl aud otbora bnve been re- 
tired, nnd still others, like the Springfield, 
for instauce, badly crippled. 

“Recently tliero has been a reduction 
in the price of movements nlono of 20 per 
cent, though there had boon a sweeping 
reduction only a year ago. The smaller 
companies begin tho cutting of price*. 
When thoy start up, in order to call at- 
tention to their product aud make a 
market for it, they are obliged to sell 
Oolow tho prices obtained by tho old com- 
panies, with their established reputations. 
Movement® of tho grade tint Elgin and 
Waltham soil for $4.50 tho new com- 
panies, such ns the Trenton, sell for $4 
or perhaps $8.60. If they asked the same 
price they would make fow sales, as the 
dealers naturally prefer to handle the 
goods whose qualities are already widely 
known, even though the cheaper makes 
are meritorious and reliable. The larger 
companies permit this to go on until the 
production amountB to something; then 
comes nnother sweeping redaction. The 
prices now’ enable us to compute with 
anything made in Switzerland and open 
the market in any part of the world. 

“Caso-makers/too, have hnd some ex- 
perience in the la*t yenr Large com- 
panies have been encroached upon by the 
smaller, and the former have reduced 
prices to such an extent that cases are 
now made for less money than inS«vi»z°r- 
land or in any other country. The Wal- 
tham company, which formerly made 
cases for itself, has given it up entirely. 
The cheapness in price aud the expense 
of manufacture havo been so disastrous 
that some manufacturing concerns have 
never paid a dividend, while others have 
been wiped out, capital and all. Gold 
cases are mad-) to-day at prices never 
known before, and it is only the largest 
factories that can makea profit. It seems 
to be the ambition of the makers to work 
for quantity rather than reputation and 
profit. There is probably uothing that 
’s made that is put on the market at less 
profit than gold watch-cases at the pre- 
sent time, as stock-holdeis in some of the 
watch-case eorapauies aro probably learn- 
ing to their cost.

WIDENING WASHINGTON STREET. 


Great interest is felt In tlio hearing be- 
fore the board of aldermen uoxt Monday 
•evening on this important question, aud 
it is expected that a large number of 
those most interested in the future 
growth and prosperity of Newton will 
lye present and speak iu favor of fthe pro- 
ject. Next to sewerage, perhaps, it is 
the most important question that has 
come before the Council, aud if Newton 
is ever to be anything more than a city 
with narrow alley ways for streets, now 
is the time to make a beginning. The 
iact that the Boston & Albany will co- 
operate is a powerful reason for doing 
something at this time, when the cost 
•will not be seriously felt by any one. 

Some say that the necessity for widen- 
ing is entirely due to the ilrjet railway, 
but this is not an exact statement, as 
without the street railway Washington 
street would still be in spots one of the 
narrowest streets in the city. We need 
one wide aud handsome sCreet in the 
•city, where two teams can pass without 
scraping the paint off the hubs of both 
wagons, and there is no time like the 
present for securing this. 

Let any one drive from Newton to 
West Newton aud observe carefully the 
•character of the buildings between the 
street aad the railroad, and they will see 
ithat the widening of the street will uot be 
a very expensive undertaking, and also 
that it will be of great advantage to the 
<city to have this narrow strip ot land on 
its principal thoroughfare taken care of. 
If it is not taken for a street it is bound 
tto deteriorate as the years go on, and the 
•class of buildings upon it will grow 
•worse instead of better. The other side 
of the street contains now some hand- 
some buildings, aud making the street 
a 00 feet wide will make the north side as 
-valuable, to say the least, as both sides 
.are now, and probably the valuation 
-would so increase that the city would 
gain instead of losing by the transac- 
tion. 

All who are interested in this great 
improvement ought to make a special 
•effort to be preseut at the hearing, aud 
liave their indueuces weigh iu favor of 
at. Unless it is shown beyoud a doubt 
•that the public approve of the project, 
•the board of aldermen will naturally 
shrink from the responsibility. 


The Assessors bave begun their annu- 
al visitation in the different Wards, and 
are ready to listen to the views of prop- 
erty owners in regard to the valuations 
(to be put upon real estate and other 
property. There have been a large 
(number of new houses built the past year 
and many more have been started, so 
that a considerable gain may be expected 
iu this respect. The city is constantly 
growing in population, aud with the 
•completion of the sewerage system, a 
larger growth than ever may be looked 
for. Nevertheless the lot of the assess- 
ors is by no means an enviable one, as 
they have constantly to pass upon ques- 
tions affecting every laud owner, and the 
(majority of people do uot feel over aud 
above liberal when it comes to paying 
taxes. Iu the older settled sections, 
•where property bus uot changed hands 
for many years, the decision of the as- 
sessors has to be accepted as there is no 
other way of tixing values. Their object 
•Is of course to assess no higher than tbe 
property will sell for, but real estate 
•values are a variable quantity. Railroad 
stocks aud similar property give the as- 
sessors something definite to go upon, 
ah their value is determined by almost 
•daily sales, but one piece of real estate 
unay bring a high price, and another 
•directly adjoining, aud just us valuable 
tto all appearauces, may go for much less, 
so that the assessors are often in a quan- 
dary. Property that is leased offers 
something definite, but iu the case of 
•property occupied by the owner, au out- 
sider would conclude that all the assess- 
ors could do would be to mark up the as- 
sessment as high as the owner would 
stand, without too loud a protest, aud 
Jet it go at that. When the property 
•comes to be sold, then any mistakes cau 
he corrected. 


Tuk changes that have oocuired iu the 
past lifty years iu the nationality of fac- 
tory operatives is the subject of an 
article by Carroll D. Wright iu oue of tbe 
magaziues. The English succeeded the 
native Americans iu the textile factories, 
they were iu turu succeeded by the Irish, 
who were iu their turu succeeded by the 
.French Canadians, aud these latter are 
uow giving way to Swedes, Armenians, 
aud according to the Boston Commercial 
diirlletin, by the Russian Jews, a laige 


body of these having been recently 
shipped to the Vassalboro woolen mills. 
They came from the famine districts of 
Russia, and their habits of living are 
such that they will work for less wages 
than ponple of any other nationality. 

Such an addition to our population is 
certaiuly not much of a benefit to the 
country, and it might bo interesting for 
some of our socinl economists to a-udy 
into the causes of this constant down- 
ward tendency in certain ind id t ries, when 
the protective duties have at the samo 
time been mounting steadily upward. 


The Common Couucil has made an- 
otln r effort to secure the passage of 
some ordinance in regard to tho cleaning 
o’ sidewalks, and a resolution was 
passed Monday uight for a committee of 
conference, and President Uoffc has ap- 
pointed Councilman Bothfeld, Greene 
and Weed as the committee from that 
board. There is no question that Mayor 
Hiblmrd is heartily in favor of bucIi an 
ordinance, and if the board of aldermen 
should concur with the council ho will 
appoint the best committee available, 
although the material is rather sennty, 
Outsido of Alderman Sheppard, who 
would favor any kiud of an ordinance 
designed to secure the end desired, and 
Alderman Churchill, who thinks all parts 
of the city should be troated alike and 
made to clean their walks, tho rest occu- 
py tho position of Mark Twain in regard 
to his wife's relatives, where they have 
taken any positiou at nil. Meanwhile 
the people are watching tho coutcst with 
uncommon interest. 


Some of the residents of Ward One, 
precinct one, have just discovered that 
there is a probability of their having 
to go over to Nonantum to vote. As this 
affects all west of Jewett street, aud 
north of the railroad, there is very vigor- 
ous remonstrance, and there is a likeli- 
hood of more as soou as the fact is 
generally known . The precinct takes in 
the west side of Jewett street, Walnut 
Park, Wabau Park, a groat portion of 
Morse Field, besides tho part of tho ward 
in the Nonantum district. It is even 
more inconvenient for tho men doiug 
business in Boston to go over to Nonan 
turn to vote, than it is for Nouantum 
voters to come to Armory Hall, and if 
enough effort is made probably some 
change can be secured that would be 
more acceptable to all parties. Ward 
One has never been one of the slow 
wards to send in its returns, and mauy 
think tho division into two precincts was 
unnecessary. 


Governor Russell’s pluck in veto- 
ing the vicious Connecticut railroad bill 
cannot fail to commend him to men of 
all parties, and his veto message leaves 
no loophole of criticism. That an in- 
crease of railroad stock should be sold at 
auction, instead of being granted as a 
melou to be cut up by fortunate stock- 
holders, ,is the ouly equitable way is 
abundantly proved in the message, and 
one wonders by what arguments this 
bill was passed through the house and 
senate. The gift of stock to the Boston 
«fc Albany corporation produced such a 
scandal that it was not thought that 
such vicious legislation would be re- 
peated. Fortunately Governor Russell 
is a man of courage, and was also sharp 
enough to see what would be the popular 
side ou this questiou. 


The Cottage Hospital now has 31 pa- 
tients, as large a number as it ever had, 
and 14 nurses and pupils. There is ur- 
gent need for more rooms for the pu- 
pils and uurses, and more accommoda- 
tions would contribute to the income of 
the Hospital as the nurses are in great 
demaud for outside musing. 


Pkkside.nt Harrison seems to be un- 
usually lucky in the men who are oppos- 
ing his renomination. Quay, Dudley, 
Clarkson, Platt, and others equally noto- 
rious, would seem to show that the Presi- 
dent ought to be loved for the enemies 
he has made.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL MAP. 


The public school map puts the Amer- 
ican educational system iti a striking 
form. 

Thirteen million pupils are now en- 
rolled in the public schools of tlio United 
States — that is, there are more than 
three times as many pupils us the entire 
population of the United States in 1800. 
The entire population in 1830 was 13,866.- 
000: there is consequently a larger ua- 
fon of children now in our free schools 
than tlie whole nation of sixty years ago. 

These 13.000,000 public school pupils 
are one-fifth of our present population 
of 65,000,000. There are something over 
a million more in private and parochial 
schools. But it is this nation of our free 
school youth, this nation within the 
nation, that will be controlling the re- 
public fifteen years from now. These 
“children of the states,” imbued with 
our characteristic American spirit, will 
soon he tlie leaders of the people who 
are to solve the problems of the opening 
years of the coming century. 

One-fifth of our population in the pub- 
lic schools means that the American idea 
is that childhood and youth shall enjoy 
a sacred immunity from labor while the 
preparation for life is going on. In all 
our states the age when children can he 
employed for wages during the school 
term is steadily creeping upward. The 
time is not far off when one-fourtli in- 
stead of one-fifth of its population will 
he enrolled in the schools. Here is the 
place for state legislation to make rapid 
and sure strokes. When the children o 
a poor family are hired out for wages 
there comes an apparent relief to the 
family; hut child labor invariably re- 
duces the labor of adults. Raising the 
school age always operates to raise the 
wages of the men and women to whom 
labor belongs. In tlie states not yet 
awake to this the children who ought to 
be in school are with their little hands 
holding down the general rate of adult 
wages. If fifteen were made the uni- 
versal school age. with strict penalties 
for hiring a child under fifteen during 
school hours, millions of toiling chil- 
dren would l>e added to the hojioful na- 
tion of pupils now in the public schools. 

Who are the instructors of this vast 
democracy of youth? Three hundred 
and fifty-two thousand teachers are em- 
ployed. One-third* of them aro men, 
two-thirds are women. The men are 
usually well trained. The proportion of 
trained female teachers is increasing 
year by year, as the normal schools send 
out their classes. Nevertheless, scores 
of thousands of these female teachers 
are untrained. Forty jier cent, of all the 
female teachers teach for only one term! 
Think what that means. In the rural 
districts of many states teaching is a 
“job" to which almost any girl may 
turn. Careful examinations of teachers 
ure not to lie expected when the school 
fund is so penurious that the cheapest 
teachers are the only applicants. 

The faults of the American public 
school system, however, aro all ou the 
surface and can easily. be remedied. 
State superintendents and higher edu- 
cators generally are giving to all the

ly without defects as progressive energy 
can make it. 

The public school is our most distinc- 
tive American institution. It is this 
same public school which, more than 
race, lias made the difference between 
this republic and the republics of South 
America. When the world gathers here 
at our 400th anniversary to scrutinize 
our life this, our proudest institution, 
will be pointed out as the clearest source 
of Americuu greutness and enlighten- 
ment. 

It is a very fitting thing that the cel- 
ebration of Columbus Day, Oct. 12, lie 
placed in the hands of tin; Americuu 
public school. Through the school house 
flag movement, uud the education in 
patriotism arouneil by it, the schools of 
the republic have been grasping the sig- 
nificance of their relation to the life of 
the nation. As our 18,000,000 of public 
school pupils see committed to them the 
celebration of America’s greatest anni- 
versary they will receive a new and in- 
spiring lesson in the responsibilities of 
public leadership which devolves upon 
the educated American.

Cambridge the 20 of August 1781. This 
is to certify that 1 the subscriber this 
day have contracted with Jona. Simpson 
Esq. to teach Mr. 1’hilleBrowu to play a 
number of Psalm-tunes and other tunes 
on the orgui on the following conditions : 

1st I am to receive the sum of Nine 
pounds Lawful money, of which one 
third shall be paid now and the two 
thirds when 1 have fulfilled my engage- 
ment. 

2 nil I promise to teach him to play the 
following Psalmtunes. viz: All .Saints, 
Old Ilumlied, and Chester all of long 
metre, Colchester, Plymouth, 34th Pal. all 
</.* common metre, Sutton and Little 
Marlborough, of short metre; Lenox and 
St. Helens of particular metre. 1 prom- 
ise that he shall learn to play the afore- 
said tunes correct, easy and with such a 
choise of lingering that it may benefit 
him to study other tunes without my 
help. 

4th I also promise to teach six dillcr- 
ent airs to the said Mr. PhilleBrowu of 
which he may make use on occasion of 
voluntary*.

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 19(1. Acts of 1889. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors shall.in tho 
month of May or Juno iu each year, visit each dwel- 
ling-house or building nnd make true lists of all 
women twenty years of age and upwards, who 
shall In writing over t'lolr own signatures, equest 
the Assessors to assess them for a “poll tax,” nnd 
t shall ho the duty of tho Assessors to inquire at 
each such dwelling house or building for such 
written requo-ts for assessment, which must give 
the mune in full- age, occupation, and residence 
May 1st, 1891. All women desiring to bo sssessed 
for a poll tax should have their wiitten request 
for such assessment In the form required by the 
act of 1889. ready for delivery to the Assessors 
when they visit the bouse where they dwell. 
Each request should bo upon a separate sheet 
signed by the applicant with her uamo in full. 
No application for the assessment of a woman 
for a poll tax will be received by mall or in any 
other than In the manner provided by said Chap- 
ter 19C, except by filing in the office of tlie 
Assessors tlie list provided by Section 12, of 
Chapter 294, of Acts of 1884, as amen led by 
Chapter 200, of Acts of 1888. 

■N-rnoii. holding rotate** in I rn-t, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly request- 
ed to furnish the Assessors with statements in 
relation to such estates. 

M lien rotate** of prnons deceased have 
been divided during the past y nr, or have 
changed bands from other causes, the Executors, 
Administrate rs, Trustees, or other persons inter, 
osted, nre required and warned to give notice of 
such chang-i; and in default of such notice will 
he held to pay the tax assessed, although such 

state has been wholly distributed and paid over. 


Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Sci- 
entific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882,— all persons nnd corpora- 
tions are hereby required to bring in to the 
Assessors of Newion on any day from May first 
to tho first day of July next, true lists of all real 
and personal estates held by such persons and 
cor|>orations respectively for literary, benevolent,

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 17f, Acts of 1882, Sec. 1. 

Any morigag >r or mortgagee of Heal Estate 
may bring in to tho Assessors of the town or city 
where such Heal Estate lies, at the time specified 
for bringing In tlie list as provided in Section 
thlr y -eight of Chapter eleven of the Public 
Statutes, a statement under ( ath, of the amount 
due on euch separate lot or parcel of such Heal 
Estate, and the name and reB.dence of every 
liol »er of an Interest therein as a mortgagee or 
mortgagor. \V hen such property Is situated Iu 
two or more places, or when a recorded mortgage 
includes for one sum two or more estates or parts 
of an estate, an estimate of the amount of the 
mortgagee's Intel est in each estate or part of an 
estat^ shall he given in such statement. The 
Assessors shull, from such statements or other- 
wise, ascertain the proportionate parti of such 
estates that are the .interests of mortgaged and 
mortgagors, respectively, aud shall assess the 
Hume. Whenever, in any ease of mortgaged Heal 
Estate, a statement is unt brought in as herein 
provided, no tax for the then current year on 
such Heal Estate shall he invalidated for the 
reason that a mortgagee’s interest therein bus 
not been assessed to him. 


SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business Income are not taxab.e 
to a firm, but each resident partner must Include 
these items Iu his individual return. Owners and 
agents of ships aud vessels engaged in the foreign 
carrying trade, nre referred to Sections 8 and 9, 
of Chapter II of the Public Statutes, for the form 
of return required to obtain exemption from 
taxation upon the valuation of such properly. 
Said returns to he made to the Awr»or. ou or 
before June first. 

Any persou bringing iu a list of all his tax- 
able personal property will be assessed upon the 
valuation thereof, and any person neglecting to 
furnish the Assessors with such list within the 
line above specified, will be doomed at a legal 
meeting of Uie Hoard of Assessors agreeably to 
the laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will tuke notice that statements of 
personal property must be in writing uud sub 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors 
on or before the fifteenth (lay of June, uud that 
the Personal Propel ty of ail taxable persons 
must be estimated by the Hoaro, notwithstand- 
ing any verbal statement or iuformui written 
communication to any one or more of the As- 
sessors.— Pub. Hint. Chap. 11, 8ec. 39 uud 41. 
When u person has failed to bring in a list or 
schedule of all Ills taxable propetty.iu conformi- 
ty to this notice, no abutomeut of a tax usscssed 
on Personal Estate to such person can be grant- 
ed, "unluss such tax exceeds by wore than fifty 
per cent, tho uuiouut which would have been 
assessed to that person on Personal Estute If he 
had seasonably brought in said list; and if said 
tux exceeds by more than fifty per ccut. the suld 
amount, the abatement shall be only of the ex- 
cess u‘iove the suld fifty per oent.’’— Pub. Statutes, 
Chap. 11, See. 73.

AUSTRALAblAN FORESTS. 

Tl»«» Vandnls of Now Zriilutid Are Cat- 
ting Down iln* Gigantic Trees. 

Tito knurl nmiiaputerl Novoreign 

of tho Australasian forest. No other 
tree can approach it in grandeur of pro- 
portion or in Impressiveness when, ns 
one of a clan, it holds an itH own stretches 
of country hundreds of mils in extent. 
Perhaps the sight which the kauri grove 
presents to the eye is mteqnaled in the 
whole realm <if nature. As tho traveler 
gazes around him in the recesses of tho 
forest he is impressed even agninst his 
will. To walk between those mighty 
pillars, smooth and dark as ebony, uni- 
form in age and size, and buried in a 
perennial twilight and silence that tho 
wildest storm only disturbs by the 
merest ripplo of sound, awakens a feel- 
ing of awe. 

Mile upon mile they stretch into dis- 
tance, in a majestic procession that fol- 
lows every irregularity of the land, like 
some colossal temple dedicated to night 
or melancholy, tho somlter aisles full of 
an awful monotony and a solemn still- 
ness. Like the Egyptian Sphinx, they 
ignore the lapse of time, preserving tho 
same majestic calm and unvarying ex- 
pression before the cataclysms which 
havo altered tho whole aspects of the 
globe, and before tho social upheavals 
which havo swept away civilizations as 
if they had never been. 

The youth of tho oldest kauri groves 
is shrouded in tho mists of tho past. But 
that they are very ancient is beyond 
doubt. They were mere saplings when 
the Pharaohs adorned tho land of Egypt 
with imperishable ivinorials of their 
power, and were still slight and grace- 
ful when Solomon filled the east with 
the famo of his glory; they stood in all 
the pride of maturity when Hannibal 
crossed tin* Alps, and Rome entered on 
her victorious career. They have seen 
the splendid dawn of nil the great em- 
pire! of the world, and seen them set in 
gloom, when the canker of decay had 
sapped their rery foundations. 

But the kauri hits now fallen upon 
evil days; its closing years are full of 
danger. It has survived to see the forms 
of life, long dead in tho great masses of 
land, fade away before tho vigorous 
fauna and flora of another order of things. 
At in> distant date it also, lilto the na- 
tives, the birds, tho grasses, will havo 
passed into tho measureless oblivion 
from whence it came, lu tho presence 
of this venerable giant pine of Maori- 
land, the grandest representative of a 
primitive ago. the colonial, a creature of 
yesterday, ft els like a pigmy as ho gazes 
on tho solemn files on every side. As 
though ashamed of his own littleness 
and painful newness, ho is possessed 
only with the passion of destruction. 

Tho weirdness inseparable from the 
very nature of a kauri forest is intensi- 
fied by the total absence of animal life. 
The contented droning of insects, the 
hum of tho bee, the glad singing of 
birds, so distinctive of the mixed bush, 
are never heard beneath tlio umbrageous 
canopy which excludes the radiant south- 
em sun. Tho kauri reigns supreme in 
its own domain. Nor is there tho en- 
chanting diversity of ordinary bush— 
the palms and the tree ferns, the shrubs 
and the prodigal wealth of beautiful 
parasites whose bewildering variety is 
unrivaled even in the torrid zone. 

With the exception of a living carpet 
of delicate maidenhair, which attains a 
height of from five to six feet, and of 
rojH*s of creeper ferns which swing from 
tree to tree like fairies in tho castle of a 
giant, tho forest is altogether bare of 
undergrowth. In tho woods of recent 
growth, however, vegetation is more 
luxuriant. The long tendrils of the 
clematis and rata connect trunk with 
trunk in garlands of white and scnrlet 
bloom, and at their base nourishes au 
infinite variety of ferns, while here and 
there a graceful tree fern rears its silvery 
lined crown. 

It is a curious sight to English eyes to 
(tee a group of young kauris standing 
dark, tall and erect uguinst the pale 
blue and gold of the sky and tho lighter 
greens of tho background of tho forest. 
Like all tho species, the domo is out of 
all proportion to the height. But their 
doom lias been spoken. The ax of the 
lumberman and the whirr of tho saw- 
mill resound in the lund and tho eurth 
quivers with the shock of falling pa- 
triarchs. With tho recklessness of tho 
spendthrift the New’ Zealander is spend- 
ing his heritage, and before another 
fifty years have passed away this noble 
tree will be as extinct as tho woa.— 
Loudon Globe. 


Thu Cure of Tut Flow era. 

When you receive flowers from a flor- 
ist and do not wish to use them at once, 
if they appear fresh and their petals 
“brittle,” leave them in the box aud put 
in u cool place, as in tho ice chest, a cool 
spot in tho cellur or out of doors. Do 
uot make the mistake, however, of put- 
ting them out of doorsjinproteeted from 
the w’ind and frost; either will shorten 
their lives. Should they get touched by 
frost immerse them in cold water for 
several minutes. If they havo not been 
too severely affected they w’ill revive 
under this tn utment. Sometimes per- 
fectly fresh flowers will droop their 
heads when placed in a warm room. 
This is often caused by the stems being 
too long. By cutting them off a little 
and treating as suggested above they 
will soon revive. — H. H. Buttles in Lo- 
llies’ Home Journal.

H. C. Daniels, chairman ot the 
aliusnuuse committee, says that the sto- 
nes of alleged cruelty .»ud starvation 
were absolutely groundless. Much of 
the talk lie says that of the painters 
employed on the j »l> who were angered 
because oi tlie discharge of one ui their 
uumbei. The inmates had had unusual 
privilege under the former management 
and with the appoiutmeut of the pres- 
ent warden and matron a new order of 
things was instituted in the interest of 
the city and iu accordance with busiuess 
principles. Ibis occasioned much dis- 
satisfaction, utui gave rise to complaints 
I from the in males. 

Mayor Hibuard believes that the stories 
have beeu circulated uy parties offended 
with the introduction ot business meth- 
| ods at the almshouse. 

The city authorities will make a 
1 thorough investigation of the case.

ORADK CROSSINGS. 

The Board of Aldermen met Monday 
night, all the members present. 

Mayor Hibbard presented a plan for 
the abolition of grade crossings from the 
Boston A Albany Company, with a peti 
tion to be signed by the Alderman as 
well ns by the directors of the road. The 
plan was as follows: Grndoof Howe at., 
Auburndale, lowered 8.20 feet., and grade 
of railroad raised giving passageway 
under, with clear headroom of 18 feet; 

West Newton, 
lowered ,*1.05 feet, ami grade of railroad 
raised giving passageway under, with 
clear head room of 14 feet ; grade of High • 
land street, West Newton, lowered .05 of 
a f.iot, and grade of railroad raisod giving 
passageway under, with clear headroom 
of 13 feet : grade of Chestnut street, West 
Newton, lowered 1.05 feot, and grado of 
railroad raised, giving passageway under 
with clear head room of 13 feet; reloca- 
tion of Greenwood avenue about 530 feet 
west, giving passageway under railroad 
with clear head room of 13 feet: grade of 
Allston street, Newtonville, lowered 5.03 
feet, and grade of railroad raised giving 
passageway under with clear head room 
of 12 feet; at a point of railroad opposite 
Lowell street, passageway under railroad 
for said street to be constructed with a 
clear head room of 13 feet; grade of Wal- 
nut street, Newtonville, lowered throe 
feet, and grade of railroad raised, giving 
passageway with clear head room of 14 
feet; grade of Harvard streot, Newton- 
ville, lowered 4.15 feet, and grado of rail- 
road raised, giving passageway with clear 
head room of 13 feet; grade of Bellcyue 
street, no alteration; grade of .Church st., 
Newton, lowered 5*60 feet, and railroad 
raised, giving passageway under with 
clear head room of 14 feet; Richardson 
street, Newton, reopened with passage- 
way under railroad, with clear head room 
of 13 feet: way known as “the tunnel,” 
raisod to grade of Washington street, 
grade of Centro street. Newton, lowered 
1.50 feet, and grado of railroad raised 
giving passageway with clear head room 
of 14 feet; grade of Washington street. 
Newton, lowered 4.57 feet, and grado of 
railroad raised giving passageway with 
clear head room of 14 feet; alterations in 
St. James stfeet, relocating same 070 feet 
east with passageway under, having clear 
head room of 13 feet, and in present loca- 
tion construct a passageway similar to 
way previously mentioned as “the tun- 
nel” : further, that all private lights of 
way over or across said railroad on main 
line be discontinued, and that part of 
construction west of Allston street be 
completed before the part east of Allston 
street is begum 

Upon the above proposition a hearing 
was ordered for next Monday evening at 
8 o’clock.

A public hearing was granted for next 
Monday at 7 45, on loc itiou of poles in 
Newton Highlands for Newtou and Bos- 
ton Street Railway. 

W. it. King and others asked to have 
Lenox street accepted from Highland 
avenue to Valentine street ; also for ac- 
ceptance of Edinboro street. 

The city engineer was ordered to pre- 
pare papers and plans for the widening 
of Beacon street to the w idth of 100 feet, 
and to report at the hearing, Monday 
evening. June 0, at 7 o’clock. 

A number ul carriage and junk licenses 
were granted. 

J. B. Gilman asked for license to run 
wires from River to ileushaw street; M. 
Dwvcr lor building for store on Adams 
street; J. II. Greene for (Hlr class liquor 
license. Geo W. Match gave notice of 
intention to build a house; T. iielger, 
stable 20x15 on Lincoln street; M. Ma- 
honey, stoic and dwelling on Wateitowu 
street; A. 8.

THE SEWER ORDINANCE. 

Alderman .Sheppard sain that the gov- 
ernor had signed the bill, giviug broader 
scope for sewer assessments, and bo pre- 
sented the following amendment to the 
sower or Hnance, which was referred to 
the ordinance committee: 

Section 5. One-fourth of the cost of 
the system of sewers shall l>o paid by 
the city and three fourths shall be 
1 assessed according to law. Assessments 
to cover three-fourths of the cost of tho 
system of sowers shall ho mado as fol- 
lows: 

The owner of each cstato abutting 
upon a common sewer shall pay an 
assessment according to tho frontage and 
according to the area of said cstato 
within 180 feet of the street in which 
the common sewer is constructed. The 
assessment shall be 10 cents per front 
foot and 1-4 of a cent per square foot. 
In addition to the above named assess- 
ments every person who enters his par- 
ticular sewer into the common sower 
shall pay such just and equitable annual 
charge as shall bo established therefor 
by the city council from yoar to year. 

Orders were passed for sowers on 
Everett, Contro street from Fairmont 
avenue to Georgo street, Hyde avenue 
nnd Hancock street. 

A heariug was appointed for Monday 
oveniug, June 6, at 7.30, on taking laud 
for sowers on Jowett, George, Regent 
streets, and Mt. Ida terrace. 

The water board was authorized to 
lay 152 feet of pipe on Pino and Exeter 
streets at an expense of 8175. 

The street railway companies wore 
ordered to fill in tracks next to side of 
street with crushed stoue, and with con- 
crete at crossings. 

The fire department and street railway 
ordinances were passed to bo ordained. 

The board then went into executive 
session. 


Common Council. 

The lower branch met at 7.41 o’clock 
with President Ruffe in the chair. Coun- 
cilmen Weed, Downs and Knapp were 
absent aud after the reading of the 
records, papers from tho board of alder- 
meu were passed in concurrence. 

Councilman Moulton offered an order 
that the city engineer bo requested to 
prepare plans showing the lines of Bea- 
con street, Ward Six, from the Boston 
line to Centre street, if widened to 100 
feet, as petitioned by Thomas Nickerson 
and others, aud report to the city coun- 
cil before June 6, a heariug to bo held 
at 8 o’clock. The order was adopted. 

After a short recess a messenger from 
the higher branch asking for a joint con- 
vention on the petition of D. R. Emerson 
and others to widen Washington street 
to 100 feet, was announced and the coun- 
cil then went into joint convention with 
the aldermen. 

A large amouut of concurrent business 
v^as transacted thereafter, the council 
adjourning at a late hour. 

WIDENING WASHINGTON STREET. 


A UNANIMOUS SENTIMENT IN FAVOR OK 
IMMEDIATE ACTION. 

The meeting of the City Council Mon- 
day evening was attended by a large 
number of citizens interested in the pro- 
posed widening of Washington street. 
The hearing was held before both 
branches and a great number of speeches 
were made, all favoring the project, and 
all recommending that immediate action 
be tnken. It is probably the first hear- 
ing on record when the seutiraent of 
every speaker was unanimous, and all 
those present showed by their applause 
that they also favored the project. 

Mayor Hibbard piesided, and called on 
those who signed the petition in order. 

Mr. D. R. Emerson was the first 
speaker. He said that he would like to 
hear a single argument produced to show 
that tho improvement was not necessary, 
iijid that immediate action should not be 
taken. The street railway would soon 
want a double track through the street, 

I and then there would lie no room for 
| carriages. If any street in the city 
, should bo widened Washington street 
' should be the first to receive attention, 

• >u account of its being the great 
thoroughfare of the city. It would be 
j the greatest thiug for the future pros- 
| polity of the city of any improvement 
that could be made, aud now was the 
most favorable time, as much of the 1 tud 
was vacant, aud the cost would not be 
j excessive. 

Mr. Thomas 13. Fitz said he was glad 
of an opportunity to say a word in favor 
of the project. That somethin” should 
■ be done was evident to every one who 
; rode or walked through the street, and 
1 now was the time. A man who drove 
f r<>m West Newton to Newton took his 
life in his hand, as if his own horse was 
tract tble lie might meet some other team 
that was not aud be wedged in between 
a car and an electric polj. He hud bare- 
ly mi&sed a serious accident himself 
recently. There was no street iu the 
eity <>u which there was so much travel 
and which was so daugerous. This was 
not a time for uarrow streets or for 
narrow anything. We have scou how 
| i lie travel lias increased iu the last 
twenty years, aud we must expect a 
much greater iucreasein the next twenty 
years, lie iioped the hoard would con- 
sider the greatest good of the greatest 
number, aud you now have an oppor- 
tunity to make yourselves gratefully 
remembered as public benefactors by all 
! who come after you. It is not only for 
Hie immediate present, but for nil the 
future that this improvement is to be 
made. He would not say a word were 
lie convinced that the tax-payers were 
the only ones to he benefit ted, but it will 
be of great benefit to the great mass of 
the people. We have only to look at the 
extension of Beacou street iu Boston to 
mjo what a public benefactor Mr. Whitney 
Has been, aud what a grand thoroughfare 
Washington street would lie when 
widened. It would be an improvement 
that would benefit the whole city. He 
had favored the park improvement 
ysteni and although parks had not got 


very near West Newton, still lie could 


drive past Furlow Bark and enjoy it as 
much as any of those who lived around 
it, and any improvement beuefiited the 
whole city. He hoped the board would 
coiisider the proposition favorably. 
His remarks were followed by great up- 
pluuse. 


Mr. A. R. Mitchell said the widening 
would bo a groat benefit to Newton, and 
ought to bo made at once and all would be 
willing to join in and help pay for It. It 
was now almost impossible to drive to 
Newton or West Newton, and it was a 
favorably time to act or the Boston A* 
Albany bad a great desire to see it done 
and were disposed t<> tie liberal. All 
who were interested iu tho prosperity 
ami progress of Newton favored tho pro- 
ject. (Applause.) 

Mi*, Henry F. Ross said he had to drive 
so much to different parts of tho city 
that he was especially interested, nnd ns 
a matter of economy to tho Boston A* 
Albany it ought to be done. It would 
cost that corporation from 80 to 00 per 
cent of iho whole cost of tho widening, 
to build a stone embankment, which they 
would have to do if the street was not 
widened. With a hundred foot stroet 
the electric railway could he placed on 
one side, and every one could he accom- 
modated, nnd the finest buildings in 
the city would bo built on ono side of 
the stroet. He thought the cost would 
be paid within ten years by the incroaso 
in the value of property and would like 
to see it done at onco. (Applauso.) 

Mr. James W. Fionch said now was 
the time to tako action. No ono could 
help seeing that the street was too 
narrow, and if it was not widened now it 
would havo to bo in a year or two. The 
Boston & Albany would do something 
toward paying the cost. Tho streot was 
tho mniu thoroughfare in Nowton, aud 
all the travel from tho towns above 
passed through it. It was not safe for 
pleasure driving and now was tho timo 
to widen it, and tho worx could be done 
more economically now than at any 
future time. Applause. 

Mr. Samuel L. Powers said lie did not 
suppose tho board would act to night, 
but that they wanted to find out tho 
state of public sentiment. As all pres- 
ent seomod to favor the project that 
showed something of tho public feeling. 
Tho cost would have to bo considered 
but it should bo remembered thnt the 
improvement was not for this year only, 
but for the uoxt century and it would 
havo a tavorablo effect on tho prosperity 
of Newton. We havo a city of 12.000 
square acres, over two-thirds tho area of 
Boston with all the additions that have 
been made to it, and our railroad facili- 
ties were such that tho city must grow, 
and the local facilities should bo made 
to correspond. Business in Nowton is 
sure to grow, the population will in- 
crease, and the policy for the city to 
assume is to encourage all that will 
assist such growth. The property to be 
taken for the wideuiug was not ol great 
value and just now an economical arrange- 
ment could bo made by tho city with tho 
Boston and Alaany. Tho policy of New- 
ton should be a broad and liberal one, 
and we must have wide and beautiful 
streets. Applause. 

Mr. W. J. Follett said that Nowton 
was now taking the overflow of Boston, 
and it would grow more rapidly in the 
future than in tho past. There is but 
one highway on this side of tho city, and 
this was not wide enough to accommo- 
date tho necessary traffic, the teaming 
and the other means by which tho poor 
man gets his liviug on the streets. We 
have passed the country stage, and now 
wo want a thoroughfare largo enough to 
accommodate the business portion of tho 
community, aud one that, will facilitate 
traffic. lie had yet to find a man that 
did not endorse this project aud he did 
not believe that 10 per cent of tho voters 
would oppose the measure, if the people 
bad a chance to vote upou it. Loud up- 
plause. 

Mr. J. T. Langford said all the previous 
speakers represented the south side of 
the track, but he lived on the north side 
and had daily experience of narrow and 
crowded streets, dangerous to drive 
upon. It was a wiso move to widen the 
street and whatever the cost ho favored 
it heartily and would gladly pay any 
betterment that might be assessed. It 
was a necessity for the north side and 
not a luxury, and he hoped the street 
would be widened and straightened, and 
now seemed to be tho time of ail other 
to do it. 

Mayor Hibbard called on ex-Governor 
Cluiltu as a man whom all would like io 
hear from. 

Mr. Claflin said the assembly reminded 
him of the old town meetings, when all 
the citizens turned out hut somehow it 
did not seem right without Mr. Setii 
Davis and Mr. McIntosh, who were al- 
ways present and always ready to speak 
though they generally took opposite 
sides. As for tho widening of Washing- 
ton street it was something that should 
be done. He did not believe that prop- 
erty owners on the north side of the street 
would be much beulitted or that they 
ought to pay for it. it would bo a one- 
sided street and such a street was bad 
for busiuess, as was proved by Tremont 
street iu Boston. The General court first 
laid out tiie highway as far as Lower 
Falls and thought that was as far as it 
would ever go, and he remembered rid- 
ing over it when he was too small to li dd 
on the seat. It had been widened in 
| spots several times, but now it should 
be widened uniformly. The question of 
meeting the expense coul I bo left with 
the City Council. The Boston A* Albany 
should pay quite au amount, and the 
street railway should pay something. 
Hu did not believe in giving up (lie 
streets to corporations for nothing. 'The 
widening was largely for tho benefit of 
the street railway. He did not believe 
that many benefits could be made, but 
the work was a necessity and the benefits 
would bo felt by the whole city for 
generations. The city should pay as it 
was the city that would be benetitted. 
He fully endorsed the project. Ap- 
plause. 

Mr. J. Edward Hollis said the street 
was now dangerous and ought to be 
widened. All who were bene fitted will 
cheerfully pay their share. You could 
not improve one part of the city without 
bcneflttiug the whole city. 

Mi. Chas. E. Eddy said it was the only 
thoroughfare between Newton and West 
Newton, and no one could drive over it 
without danger. Widening was an 
absolute necessity and lie thought the 
time had come to act. It was essential 
to the prosperity of tho north side of the 
citv, and would benefit the whole city. 

Dr. ( >. E. Hunt said evidently all 
present felt only one way, and were con- 
vinced of the absolute necessity of the 
work. It had been talked of many 
years, aud the electric railroad made 
u more of au necessity than before. 
Tho elevation of tracks would bo bad 
enough if we had an emba uknieut 
planted with sluubsaud Mowers, but a 
stone wall would be unbearable. He 
thought 80 foot was wide euougli, how- 
ever, aud lie hoped the street would be 
made worthy of the city. • 

Mr. A. C. Walworth said he came from 
the other side of the city but tho people 
of Ward Six were not so uarrow aud sel- 
fish that they would oppose improve- 
ments beiug made anywhere but iu New- 
ton Centre. He was gUd to sue tho 
names of J. U. Leosou aud J. F. C. Hyde 
ou the petition, two men from his ward 
who liau the highest respect and esteem 
of the people. Ho hoped no ouo from 
Waid Six would oppose the measure, 


and any reasonable man who drove over 
tho stroet could seo the necessity for im- 
mediate action. It was one of the 
natural artorles of tho city, and varied 
in width from 15 to 40 feet. There was 
no other streot leading to Boston till you 
came to Beacon street and that was too 
narrow. 

Mr. Marcus Moiton said he would 
have liked to havo soen somo plans or 
papers. It was unfair to call on men to 
act until they knew how to act, is had 
been proved liy the sewerage ordinance 
which had been pushed through and 
I then found to he illegal. He thought 
j there was great need of the widening. 

Mr. George. A. Walton lie was not ono 
of the petitioners hut he would have 
been glad to be. The street ought to he 
widened and this w is an emergenoy that 
called for immediate notion. It was a 
funeral that had got to be attended. 
Thero was not a single handsome east 
and west thor >ughfuro in the city. 

Ex Gov. Claflin protested against con- 
sidering anything less than 100 feet for 
the street. 

President H. B. Parker of the Nowton 
Streot, Railway Co. said that there seemed 
to bn an idea that the street railway wns 
the cause of the trouble, but it the tracks 
had been placed on the side, the troublo 
would have been much less. As a citizon 
he believed in the widening, and now 
was a splendid opportunity to do the 
work. YViion the steam railway tracks 
wore raised, his company expected to 
run cars from Lower Falls to Oak 
Square, aud soon cars would havo to be 
run on 10 minute timo and then two 
tracks would bo needed. Tho city was 
constantly growing and would havo 40,- 
000 population, if not more, by 1900, 
This increase would call for wider streets 
and must bo taken care of. When ho 
went to Waltham and saw its wide and 
beautiful Main street, ho could not help 
contrasting it with Newton, which did 
not have ono good street. 

Repeated calls wore mado fot any ono 
oppposed to the scheme but no one 
could bo fouud aud the heariug was 
closed.

Ho was liuely supported by Wheeler. 

Walworth’s field is now in excellent 
shape and will prove a popular arena for 
the crack amateur clubs of the state this 
season. The home nine promises to be 
by far the strongest organization that 
has ever represented the city iu base 
ball.

Prof. J. M. Kiiglisli presided a: the 
anniversary exercise* of the Backus IIIr- 
toricnl Sooioty in Chape) Hall, Tremont 
Temple, on Monday, at 10.15 a. m. Dr. 
F. W. Bateman was electod Hocretary pro 
tom. A paper on 4 Holland and the Early 
Baptists and CongreKationalistR” WH8 
read by Hev. VV. W. Evans of Haverhill, 
who asserted that the ConKrcgationalists 
received their polity from the Dutch 
Ana-Baptists, but they did not get relig- 
ious liberty. as they came to America and 
persecuted the Baptists. He showed 
how religious liberty was established in 
Holland through the Ana-Baptists, who 
presented William the Silent with a large 
sum of money in 1572 for the purposes of 
carrying on the war against Spain. Wil- 
liam asked what he might do in return 
for such a gilt, and his donors requested 
that if Holland gained her independence 
ho should proclaim religious liberty. 
This he did, and it was the first step to- 
ward religious liberty in the world; 
therefore the spenker regarded the terms 
Ana-Baptist and reformation as synony- 
mous. While religious liberty was en- 
joyed for more than a decade of years in 
Leyden, before they sailed for America, 
the colonists did not prnotice it upon 
arrival here. 

And this paper, written by Rev. C. M. 
Bowers of Clinton. D. D., and read by 
the president, revealed some interesting 
characteristics of “Early Boston Baptist 
Preachers,” among whom were Rov.Drs. 
Sharp, Malcolm, ldc Stowe, Neale and 
Hague. The members have been trying 
to collect money for the erection of a 
monument to Rev. Isaac Backus of Mid- 
dleboro, a revolutionary preacher who 
labored for free thought, and so far have 
got but $250. 

Rev. Philip S. Moxom started a sub- 
scription list for the needed $250 more, 
and the other pastors pledged their 
names for certain sums. 

At 2.30 o’clock the examination of the 
junior class in essays on old testament 
subjects was conducted at the Institu- 
tion by Prof. O. S. Stearns, followed at 
3.30 by the examination of the elective 
class in the Gospel of John by Prof. E. 
D. Burton, and at 7 the examination ot 
the elective class in rapid reading of 
Hebrew by Prof. Brown. 

On Tuesday examinations were hold 
all day, and on Wednesday at 1.30 the 
class meeting took place. 

The address to the alumni was de- 
livered by Prof. George Bullen, D. D., at 
4 p. m., whose topic was “Preaching, a 
Distinctive Characteristic of Christian- 
ity.” lie compared Buddhism and Mos- 
lemism, with the Christian religion, stat- 
ing that while in the former the preach 
mg element is lacking, it is a marked 
characteristic of the latter. 

The Christian belief, ho said, is found- 
ed upon truth, which can bear the light 
of publicity, and for that reason the 
preacher ocoupibs so important a posi- 
tion in the Christian church. 

Remarks were also made by Rev. C. M. 
Bowers, D. 1)., of Clinton, Rev. N. E. 
Wood of Brookline and others. 

A meeting of the trustees of the insti- 
tution was held prior to the exercises in 
the church, and organization perfected 
as follows: E. C. Fitz, president; F. A. 
Smith, treasurer; Rev. B. A. Greene, 
secretary. 

Rev. Mr. Pidges of Philadelphia, who 
had been called to the chair of New 
Testament Greek, having declined, Presi- 
dent Hovey will take his placo for the 
present. Prof. O. S. Stearns, who has 
resigned from the chair of Old Testa- 
ment Hebrew, was elected professor 
emeritus, and will continue his duties 
until his successor is chosen.

THE STREET WIDENING. 


The hearing on the proposed widening 
of Washington street was remarkable for 
the unanimity of sentiment among tho 
largo number present. Mon wero present 
from all sections of the city, and not a 
voice was raised against the pioject, 
-while from the applause that greoted 
every speaker, the whole assembly 
showed their approval. 

The only question raised was in regard 
to the payment of tho cost, ex-Gov. 
Clatlm thiuking that it should be as- 
sessed upon the whole city and others 
thinking that the north side property 
ought to be assessed for tho whole 
amount. Probably a compromise be- 
tween the two would bo tho most satis- 
factory, but the main thing uow is to 
have the street wideued, and let all other 
questions wait. 

As one of the speakers said Newton 
has not a single decent street. All are 
narrow aud give a “cheap and nasty’’ 
air to the city, which ought not to be 
the case with a city possessing the 
wealth and the many natural attractions 
of Newton, with its numerous haudsome 
estates. Over iu Waltham they have a 
beautiful main street, which is a monu- 
ment to the forethought and liberality of 
those who laid out that city. They pro- 
vided for the future, and the result is 
one of the handeomest thoroughfares in 
the viciuity of Boston. Brookline has 
already perceived the importance of 
liaviug haudsome streets, and the result 
of sueli a liberal policy is seen iu the 
attractions it possesses for the many 
men of wealth and promiuouce who are 
making it their home. 

It is time that Newton awoke to the 
importance of this question, unless it 
desires to be left far behiud in the race. 
The city is bound to grow aud the 
character aud extent of its growth 
depends largely upon the City Govern- 
ment taking broad aud liberal views of 
the street widening quostious that are to 
come before it from this time on. There 
seems to be no doubt now that Washing- 
ton street will be made a hundred feet 
wide, and the sooner the work is done 
the better it will be for the city. 

Watertown took very liberal action 
on the sewer assessment question, this 
week, and voted to assess the whole cost 
of the sewers upon the town, a certain 
cum to be included iu the general tax levy 
every year. The owners of property 
have to pay for the cost of making con- 
nections and a fee for entering. This is 
a very satisfactory settlement of a ques- 
tion that has agitated many towns and 
cities and as the whole town is bent lilted 
by the seweiage s stem, the Watertown 
people decided that it was only fair to 
have the town pay for it. Such a settle- 
ment of the question would not be a bad 
one for New ten 


NEW SKW EIt LAW. 

The following ait lias been passed by 
the legislature and signed hy the govern- 
or:— 


estntes not built upon, when requested 
by tho owner, until built up hi or for a 
fixed time provided that interest at a 
late not loss than said city or town pays 
upon any loan for sewer purposes be 
paid annually upon the assessment from 
tho time it was made: and in such case 
the assessment shall he paid within three 
months after such estate is built upon or 
after the expiration of such lixed time. 
If any assessment is invalid by reason of 
error or otherwise, the same may be 
abated or rc-assesseil. The owners of 
estates or parts of estates not liable to 
assessment or not in fact assessed, may 
use lie common sewers for the disposal 
of their sewnge from said estates or 
parts of estates, on paying such reason- 
able sum as the mayor and aldermen, 
lelectmen or board having control of the 
sewers shall detormitio, but not other- 
wise. 

Sect. 4 Tho mayor and aldermen of 
any city, and the selectmen of any town, 
in which common sewers have been laid, 
may lay. make and maintain particular 
sewers from common sewers to the stroet 
line and particular sewers so laid 
mIi all be the property of the city 
or Jtown. The owner of any es- 
tate benefitted by such particular sewer 
sbnll pay to the city or town towards 
the cost thereof, ami for the permanent 
privilege of using the same, such reason- 
able sunt as the mayor and alderman or 
selectmen may determine ; and said sum 
may be fixed at the estimated average 
cost of all such particular sowers within 
the territory for which a system of sow- 
ers lias been built or adopted. Said may- 
or and nldermen or selectmen may, it re- 
quested by the owner of any estate so to 
do. construct a particular sewer from tho 
street lino to any house or building aud 
charge said owner the actual cost thereof 
and may make rules and regulations for 
the construction and use of all particular 
sewers, and may impose penalties not 
exceeding tw enty dollars for their viola- 
tion. 

Sect. 5. Where estates abut upon 
more than one street or way, assessments 
for sewers based wholly or in part upon 
frontage shall be assessed upon tho front- 
age upon one such street or way and up- 
on so much of such other street or 
streets ns is not exempted by the hoard 
whose duty it is to mako the assess- 
ments; aud such board may exempt from 
assessment so much of the frontage on 
such other street or streets as they deem 
just and equitable. 

Sect. 0. Sectiou eight of chaptor twen- 
ty-uino of tho Public Statutes is hereby 
amended by striking out iu the fourth 
line of said section, the word “twenty” 
and inserting in place thereof the w~id 
“thirty” so that the clause as amended 
shall read as follows: “Debts incurred in 
coustructiug &ewers wilhiu not exceed- 
ing thirty years. 

Sect 7. Any city which has issued 
bonds or other evidences of indebtedness 
for debts incurred in the construction of 
a system of sewers whether uuder the 
general law or uuder auy special act, may 
issue bonds, notes, scrip or other evi- 
dences of iudebteduess for the purpose 
of replacing or refuudiug such bouds at 
any timo before they become clue, pro- 
vided such bonds shall nut be made pay- 
able at a time more thau thirty years 
from date of issue of the bonds so re- 
placed or refunded; aud provided fur- 
ther 'hat this act shall not be construed 
to authorize any city or towu to create a 
larger total debt for sewer purposes than 
such city or towu is otherwise authorized 
by law to create. 

Sect. 8. Auy city except Boston, and 
any towu which has laid or shall hereaf- 
ter lay common sewers, but has not prior 
to the passage ol this act actually made 
and collected assessments upon real es- 
tate benefftted thereby, may, if the city 
couuctl of such city or the legal voters of 
such town so vote, adopt any or all of the 
preceding provisions ot this act aud of 
chapter titty of the Public Statutes, auy- 
thing in any special act to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Sect. 1) Any city except Boston, attd 
any town which adopts or has heretofore 
adopted a system of sewerage and which 
has not actually laid assessments for the 
cost of such system, shall pay a part of 
the expense of laying, maintaining and 
repairing the common sewers, to be de- 
termined by the city council of cities and 
the selectmen of towns, provided that 
the nart to be paid by the city or towu 
shall in no case be less than one quarter 
nor more than two thirds. Aud the 
amount required to be raised annually 
by taxation as a sinking fund under chap- 
ter twenty-nine of Public Statutes or acts 
in amendment thereof, for the purpose 
of extinguishing debts incurred for the 
construction ot such system, shall be es- 
timated upon only so much of such in- 
debtedness as is so determined to be 
paid by the city or town, provided that 
if. after expiration of two years from the 
date of incurring such debts the, amounts 
received annually from assessments are 
not sufficient to create a sinking fund 
that will extinguish at maturity so much 
of such debts as is so detemined r,o bo 
paid bv assessments, then such city or 
town shall raise annually by taxation a 
further sum sufficient to meet such de- 
fioiency in the preceding year. 

•Sect. 10. This act shall take effect up- 
on its passage. 


Section 1, Tho city council of any 
city, except Boston, or. a towu in which 
common seweis are laid under the pro- 
visions of sections one, two and three of 
chapter fifty of the Public Statutes, or a 
sys'eni of sewerage is adopted under the 
provisions of section seven, of said chap- 
ter, may by vote establish just and equit- 
able annual charges of reins tor the us * 
of such sewers to be paid by every per- 
son who enters bis particular sewer into 
t he comm m sewer and may change the 
h.uno from time to time. Such charges 
shall constitute a lieu upou the real es- 
tate using such common sewer, to be 
collected iu the same manner as taxes 
upou real estate, or iu an action of cou- 
iraot iu the uamj ot such city or town. 
.Sums of money so received may be ap- 
plied to the payment of tho cost of inaiii- 
lenauce aud repair-* ot such sewers or of 
auy debt contracted for sewer purposes. 

Si.ct. J Any city or town w rich is 
cut it led to assess upon real estate the 
whole or u part of the cost of laying, 
making, maintaining ot repairing com- 
mon sewers, under sections four, seven 
or eight, of chapter fifty of tb; Puoiic 
.Statutes, or under any special act, or un- 
der sectiou ouu of this act, may, iu cities 
by vote of the city couucil aud iu towns 
by vote of tho legal voters thereof, at a 
meeting duly called, determine that 
such assessments shall be mule by two 
or more of the methods provided iu s.iid 
sections nr special aids, and may deter- 
mine whit part of the expense or esti 
mated average cost shall be paid hy each 
of the said methods. 

Sect. 3. In any city or town iu which 
common seweis have been laid and a 
part of l he expeusc thereof has been as- 
sessed upou the real estate beuetitted 
thereby, the mayor aud aldermen or 
selecttueu, or the board whose duty it is 
to make such assessments, may extend 
the time of payment of assessments upon

GRADUATION DAY AT THE NEWTON THEO- 
LOGICAL INSTITUTION. 

The (57th anniversary exercises of the 
Newton Theologic il Institution were held 
yesterday morning in tho Baptist church, 
Newton Centre. 

Tbe auditorium was completely filled, 
many former graduates of the seminary 
being among thoso present. 

The chancel was tastefully decorated, a 
solid tloral bank being arranged in front 
of the pulpit. 

The order of exercises was as follows: 
Music, mixed quartet: prayer, Rev. Dr. 
Alvah Hovoy; singing, quartet; addrossos 
by members of tbe gradusting class, 
“Enthusiasm in the Ministry,” William 
Franklin Arrington; “Liberty the Ulti- 
mate Result of Progress,” Arthur Dam- 
rell Chandler; “The Bible a Means for 
the Development of Character,” Sylvan- 
us Everett Fro hock: “The Unchanging 
Elements in Theology,” Prescott Ford 
Jeruegan; “Restrained Righteousness,” 
Henry William Oldknow Millington; 
“Principles of Reform,” Charles Louis 
Seasholes; “ True Patriotism the Safety 
of our Country,” Mark Thompson; “Tho 
Grounds fortho Observance of tho Lord's 
Day,” Iloury liarncs Woods. 

After the reading of the addresses, a 
selection was rendered by the quartet, 
followed by the presentati >n of diplomas 
to the graduates by President Hovey, the 
address to the class by Prof. Burton of 
the institution and the benediction. 

The concluding exercises iu connection 
with aunivotsaiy week were held in As- 
sociates* Hall. The principal feature was 
a social mooting of the alumni, preceded 
by a collation to visiting guests. 

President, Alvah Hovey, D. D.. presided- 
Rev. Dr. King of Pawtucket. It. 1 , gave 
reminiscences of 30 years iu the ministry. 
Rev. Dr. Bakeman of Chelsea spoke ot 
the Newton Theological instution — its 
ueeds and possibilities of the future, Rev. 
Albert Greene of Lynn took for his topic 
“The Debt of the Alumni of the Newton 
Baptist Theological Institution.” and ; 
short addresses wore contributed by Rev. 
Mr. Pope of Newliuryport aud Rev. Dr. 
Downey, missionary to the Telagus, 
India. 

During the past year the institution 
has received the benefit of several small 
legacies. There is a movement on foot 
to raise an additional endowment of $300, 
000 by subscription, ami the suceess of 
the project seems assured. 

The fund is ueeded on acconnt ol a 
depreciation iu investments aud tbe in- 
creased number of students making a de- 
mand for new buildings. It. is proposed 
to oroct a now library building with 
1 nosessary offices iu the near future. 

I The additions to tho faculty, to provide 
iu part for resignations, have not yet 
been lully determined. Rev. Rush Reed I 
of Portsmouth, N. fl. t has been elected I 
to an assistant professorship in the in- 
terpretation of the New Testament. Pro*. | 
E. D. Burton lias resigned the chair of 
I New Testament inteipretatiou to accept 
| a professorship iu the new Baptist Theo- 
logical University in Chicago, and Dr. 
O. 8. Stearns has resigned the chair of 
Old Testumeut interpretation. 

The latter has taught iu the institution 
25 years, aud for 13 years prior to hi* 
services as a professor iu the seminary 
was pastor of the Nuwtou Centre Baptist 
Church. 

The vacancies will be filled during the 
va union.

I)., president of 
tlio Nowt->n Th.>.d.»«u>nl Institution, 
proflohrd the bscosUnroate aertnon to 
its praluntinii class in the Baptist Cburcll 
Newton Centro, Sunday morninp. Ho 
took Ills text from Romans, xiv; 23. 
“And whatsoever is not of faith is Hin.’ , 
Ho commenced by saying: 

In studying the New Testament wo 
encounter problems not easily solved. 
Rut this should occasion no surprise. 
Any book vital enough to move mankind 
with saving power must deal with such 
problems. For the real universe, 
whether material or spiritual, is full of 
them. They emerge in every branch of 
physical science. They arrest our prog* 
ress in psychology. They nestle in al- 
most every fold of metaphysics. We 
cannot look at nature for evidences of 
the existence of God without meeting 
them. The special problem to which I 
invite your attention is this: 

What is the relation between law, 
human knowledge and personal duty? 
God’s moral law is not only holy and 
good, but also forever the samo. In this 
respect ft is like its author, the Father 
of Light with whom is no variableness 
or shadow from turning: like the prin- 
ciple of gravitation, which bolds the 
planets in tlieir paths; like all the forces 
of nature, which are free from caprice. 

For we do not live in a chance world. 
AH material things are connected, co- 
ordinated, regulated. They work to- 
gether, though not by tlieir own wisdom 
or choice, and we know wlint to expect 
from their action. Physical forces are 
not one thing today and another to- 
morrow; one thing for this man and an- 
other for that. They abide the same, 
because order is heaven’s first law. 

They also abide tho same, as we 
humbly believe, that we may bo ablo to 
learn wlint they are, to trust them and to 
help one another by joint effort in turn- 
ing them to the highest account for llio 
common good. 

And the same is true of moral law. It 
is perfect and immutable. Do not suffer 
yourselves to think of it as a sliding scale 
of duty, meekly adjusting itself to the 
different conditions of men, demanding 
a part from one and the whole from an- 
other; a half-hearted service from this 
man and a whole-hearted service from 
that. God’s character is 

THE ONLY TRUE STANDARD 
of moral excellence. It is the standard 
for all moral beings, for saints aud 
angels, for sinful men and demons. 
Right is right throughout all the uni- 
verse, and wrong is wrong in heaven aud 
earth and hell. To be right, one must 
be in harmony with God, and any dis- 
agreement in moral temper with him is 
sin. 

Our knowledge of the moral law is im- 
perfect. A glimpse of that law is re- 
vealed to us by tho natural working of 
the conscience. It does not reveal itself 
completely, but it does assure men of its 
existence and of tlieir duty to acquaint 
themselves with it. They know in part, 
aud even partial knowledge puts them 
under conscious obligation to turn aside 
now and then from their flocks and 
herds, and they examine this celestial 
light, this burning hush, out of which 
comes a message from the liying God. 

But, alas, men aie not solicitous to 
know the full meaning of God’s law. 
They have sinned, and do not wish to ho 
remiuded of their transgression: or, they 
desire to commit sin without fear, ami 
therefore abide in ignorance. 

There is such a thiug as sinful igno- 
rance, an ignorance which is due to a 
sinful neglect of truth within reach, and 
so, in turn, these come to be silts of igno- 
rance. <The one prepares the way for the 
other. 

Let no one imagine he can lower the 
standard of righteousness, or diminish 
his obligation to be holy in heart and 
life by neglecting to study the law of 
God. For that law, as ve cannot too 
often repeat, is perfectly adapted to our 
moral uatuie, and obedience to it is in- 
dispensable to our welfare. 

\Ve need, however, something more 
than tbi* law, holy and good as it is. 
We need forgiveness aud help, and these 
are given to us through .Jesus Christ; 
forgiveness, because we have failed and 
do fail to keep ihe perfect law and grace 
that we may learn and obey it with ever 
increasing delight. 

Our knowledge of God’s moral law is 
progressive In its simple nature, Bulb- 
ing is more transparent than this rule 
for holy living. 

Love to God and love to man, pure, 
rational, beneficent good will, kindled 
into practical vigor by ever opening 
spheres of service, is the ouo thing pro 
posed by this law. 

Giveu a pet feet law, which represents 
the very mind of God, ami is adapted 
with infinite wisdom to the moral nature 
of man, what is oue who misunder- 
stands ttie meaning of thut law in u case 
that i eq ill re* immediate action, under 
the highest obligation to do? 

IS IT Ills DUTY TO BREAK THAT LAW 
by doing what lie erroneously believes to 
he required of it? Paul says that every 
act which does not spring from a beliei 
that it is lawful and right is sin; he does 
not say that every act which springs 
from a belief that it is right is therefore 
good "i holy . 

Raul does not answer the question, 
what is oue under the highest moral 
obligation to do when lie misunderstands 
the sense of God’s law in a case that re- 
quires immediate action? Rut lie does 
answer the question, is it ever right for 
one to do what he believes to he wrong? 
aud lie answers it with a decided nega- 
tive. 

indeed, he goes so far as to affirm that 
it is wrong for any man to perform an 
act of whose right fulness lie is iu doubt. 

Giveu a holy law, perfectly adapted to 
the moral nature of man, commanding 
just what he ought to do, and forbidding 
just wliat he ought not to do, ami a 
moral being subject to that law, who, 
for lack of knowledge or of previous 
consideration, houestly misinterprets it, 
what ought tliii moral being to do in a 
case which calls for immediate action? 

Our answer is: lie ought to do what 
he believes to he prescribed by the divine 
law; what he believes to be right. The 
only way for u man to preserve what is 
really highest in liis God-given nature is 
to do every moment what he is convinced 
lie ought to do, aud trust to the mercy 
of God for pardou when he mistakes the 
path of holiness. 

Addi easing the graduating class, i'resi- 
dent liovey said : 

Permit uie to impress upon your hearts 
the duty of preachiug these truths, as 
well as others, to men of this genera- 
tion; 

First, that sinners must be saved, if at 
all, by divine grace through faith iu 


I'bliM; second, that b» Rover* in Christ 
must rcvcicucc and love tins law of God* 
in order to gr »w in grace, tor that law is 
a copy of the divine will, an outflowing 
of tin* divine nature; third, tnat believers 
in Chiist must do all in tlieir power to 
ascertain the meaning of God’s law; 
fourth, that Christians must respect, the 
convictions nt one another, ami indeed, 
of every human being. 

Conscience is to he honored, oven 
when Its decisions are thought to bo 
erroneous. This is hut one application 
of the rule: “Whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to yon, do ye even so to 
them.” With charily to all, but with 
deepest reverence to Chiist and his word, 
you are to go among men heaving the 
lamp »f truth, and trusting that by divine 
help your path may ho that of the just.”

Ordinance Relating to 
Fire Department. 

He it onlalned hy the CUy Council of the City 
of Xewton, as follows. 

Suction 1. A Fire Department is hereby <•«- 
tabli-hed, to consist of officers, perntmn nt 
employees, and n call force, to tin assigned by 
the Clilef. of Department to tie various com- 
panies organ zed as hereinafter piovided 

The officers shall he a chief of Department, 
and an Assistant Chief, who shall be operator of 
the tire alarm under flic direction of the Chief. 
The organization t hall ho two steam fire-engine 
companies, one steam fire engine and chemical 
engtno company, four hose companies, one truck 
company, and one truck and chemical engine 
company. 

Each steam fire-engine company shall consl-t 
ot otio engineer hik! two drivers who shall 1 k> 
permanent employees, and eight call men; viz:

Section 3. The Chief ot Department -hall 
have r olo and absolute control ami command of 
all the other members of the deparunent und of 
other persons present at fires.

Ordinance Relating to 
Street Railways. 


He It ordained In/ the CUy Council of the City of 
.Vewton, as follows: 

Section 1. No Street Railway Company shall 
receive a location in any of the streets of New I 
ton. until the party or parties applying for tho 
same shull have first filed with the City Clerk a 
p an of the location desired, nml shall enter Into 
an agreement in writing under Its seal, with the 
City of Newton, whereby It agrees to use the 
foi m of rail, ilie kind and quality of material Tor 
paving, and to lay down its trncks, all as the 
Committee on Highways shall direct; said agree- 
ment shall also contain proper covenants, pro- 
viding Hint tho obligor shall, nt Its own expense, 
when ordered so to do by the Board of Aldermen, 
change the loca'lon d Its track or tracks, the 
grade of the same aud llio pavement used hy them 
to conform to the grade slid pavement of the 
street as the game may be established Irom time 
lo tune. 

Si ct. 2. The follow ng rules shall he ob- 
served hy street rad way corporotlons, their 
servants and agents, making use of the s reels of 
the city: — 

1 . No car shall he propelled at a greater rote 
of speed limn eight, miles an hour. 

2. Cats propelled in the same direction, unless 
coupled together, -hall he kept at least ote hun- 
dred feet apart, except at stations, or in case of 
accident. 

3. Till* conductors, drivers and motormen 
shall keep a vigilant watch Tor teams, carriages 
and persons, whether on the track or moving m 
ti e direction thereot, and, on the first appearance 
of danger, shall stop the oar at once, and tnke 
the best means of avoiding the peril. 

4. Repairs upon such portions of the streets as 
said corporations are required to keep in repair 
shall be made under the direction ot the Super- 
intendent of Streets, u->d to his acceptance. 

5. Whenever tlio strets wherein the track is 
laid become, in the judgment ot the committee 
on highways, unsafe and inconvenient for travel- 
ler*, bv reas* u c l accumulations of enow and ice 
between the truck aud the sidewalk, the corpora- 
tion usitig said track eli <11 remove such enow and 
lee. when eo directed hy the committee on high- 
ways; and umil the same is eo removed, alter 
such notice, tho cars shall cease to run over such 
track. 

Ski t. 3. Whoever shall violate any provision 
of tho foregoing rules, shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty dollars.

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THE CITY GOVERNMENT 

CltAl>1 CHOSMNUN RTOUAOK BATTERIES 
WO OTHER IMPORTANT IIKARINOS. 

Both hr audios of the City Council 
were in session Monday uvonin*, and a 
jj[rcat crowd whs in attendance. 

ORAOK CROSSINGS. 

The tii Kt hearing was before a joint 
session, and plans and profiles of the 
proposed alterations in the grade of the 
13. A A. tracks, ami the streets which 
.cross the same were submitted. 

Mr. King said that no provision was 
tninde tor Pntnatn street, which he 
thought should he extended to Washing- 
ton street. There was no opening into 
the main streettof the city between Pros- 
pect ami Highland streets. 

Mayor Hibbard said that the hoard had 
looked over the ground in the afternoon 
and were of the opinion of Mr. King, 
that the extension should he inado and 
would so recommend. 

Mr. T. M. Clarke sent in a remon- 
strance in regard to Allston street, which 
was to he lowered 5.0 feet, which would 
make the street too steep for use, or for 
drainage, for the sole reason that the 
H. A- A. might save some gravel, and the 
cmlnnkments to bo built would he so 
close to his houses as to laniago thorn. 

Mayor Hibbard said the board had felt 
that the grade should bo raised at this 
poiut and would so recommeud. 

Mr. Tilton protested against Green- 
wood avenue crossing being moved, 
which would be a groat inconvenience 
to those who used it, and they would 
have to go nearly 800 feet further to take 
the electric cars, and about halt a milo 
further to go to Xewtonvillo. Ho hoped 
no change would bo inado and repre- 
sented the wishes of other residents on 
that section. 

Lowell street, Mayor Hibbard ex- 
plained, would be extendod to meet 
Murray street. 

Bellevue street would be loft un- 
changed except that the grade of the 
road would be raised two feet. Richard- 
son street would bo re-opened and as to 
the tunnel the board would recommend 
that it be made a street, instead of 
merely a way for foot passengers. 

St. James street would be re-located 
<370 feet east, aud at the present bridgo 
there would be a way for foot passen- 
gers under the tracks. This had pre- 
sented the greatest difficulties of any of 
the intersecting streets. 

Mr. Burt said he appreciated the 
difficulties, but he hoped there would be 
something different from the old tunnel, 
which was hardly a credit to the city. 
He would like to know what the arrange- 
ments was, and also in regard to grade 
of Nonantum street, where it entered 
Washington street. 

City Engineor Noyes said the foot way 
Tinder the tracks at Sc. James street 
would be better than the old tunnel. 
There would be about six steps dowu on 
one side, aud an entrance at grade on the 
other. 

Mayor Hibbard said to have St James 
street cross under the tracks would 
entail an excavation of twenty feet, 
which would not be desired by the 
abuttors. 

Mr. King asked about the style of the 
bridges. 

Mr. Noyes said they would be plain 
truss bridges, with trusses above, the 
bridge itself not being over threo feet 
thick, without braces or other appear- 
ance of abridge. No stone arches would 
be used. 

Mr. Carroll asked about the approaches 
to the statiou, whether they would be 
by a grade or by steps. 

Mayor Hibbard said that the board 
had no information on that point, but he 
bad found the officials of the road very 
willingly to do what the people of New- 
ton desired, in every way they could. 

Mr. Carroll thought it would bo easy 
to grade up to the level of the tracks at 
Newtonvillo aud West Newton, at least 
for foot passengers. 

The hearing was theu closed, and the 
joiut convention dissolved. 

LIQUOR LICENSE AT XONANTUM. 

Xouantum turned out in force to attend 
the hearing on the question of granHug 
a 6th class liquor license to W. F. Grace 
A Co. 

Councilman Forknall said he was re- 
quested to present the case of the re- 
monstrants who protested against any 
more liquor.licenses being granted in char 
section. They had two drug stoies now, 
•enough to supply all needs, and it was a 
moral wrong to have another one. He 
bad seen children intoxicated in that 
village, and the people there desired to 
raise its character instead of lowering it, 
and make it correspond to the other 
villages of Newton. They did not want 
another place for the sale of liquor forced 
upon them. They had nothing to say 
against Mr. Grace, but they hoped that 
their plea for tbeii families aud their 
Lomus would have weight with the board. 

Mi More. Mr. Galway, Mr. J. J. Boice 
and Mr. Win Jones also made si rung pro- 
tests against anv more liquor licenses be- 
ing granted to that section, and said that 
it vva3 easy enough now to get liquor 
there, without adding anything to the 
present facilities. 1 

Mr. Jas. Bristol) appeared in behalf of 
the petitioner, and £sai(l that those who 
Anew him, and the major poi tiou of the 
•citizens and tax-payers of that section 
wanted the license granted, lie had 
Siotiu to a good deal of expense in fitting 
tip his stole, had secuie I a skilled phar- 
macist, and as a matter of justice and 
fair play the license should be granted, 
fie would obey the Irw aud the remon- 
strants were cineily repieseutiug certain 
•organizations. One drug store hi Ward 
< >iiu was none too much, wheu you cou- 
■dder the number iu the other Wards. 

The hearing was theu closed. 

STREET RAILWAY IIKARINO. 

The next heuriug was on the location 
of street railway poles in Newton liigh- 
. amis, although it took a much wider 
{. angeaud branched off into the subject 
of storage batteries; nearly all of the 
Highlands was present. 

Mayor Hibbard said the matter iff 
\>ower to propel the cars was beyond the 
board, as it had gt anted the company 
the right to use electric power by any 
method. 

Aldei in in Hyde read from the permit 
granted to the compauy, which granted 
either un-thud, and tequired that a plan 
<ff location of poles should he filed and 
approved by the hoard. 

Mr. Joseph R .Smith of Newton High- 
lands said he was surprised at the state- 
ment. He had been ptesetil when the 
location was under discussion, aud had 
asked what method would be used aud 
was told that that would come up later, 
then the right to lay tracks was alone 
under discussion. As the permit con- 
tained the clause that no poles should be 
set except as authorized by the board, 
ami also that the bo.ml could order the 
removal of all poles, he still thought that 
the question of motive power could be 
discussed aud that alter the statements 
made to bim'uud others, they had a right 
to be beat d. 

President Parker said the Newton A 
Boston company had been given the 
right to use either uud they had chosen 
the trolley system, aud had made cou- 
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ft acts involving some $50,000. It was 
unfair now to reopen the question. 

City Solicitor Slocum was called on 
and said the hoard could refuse to ap- 
prove any plan presented. 

Mi. Smith said ho had appeared and 
was referred to this meeting, when he 
wanted to discuss the adoption of the 
storage battery system. II • wanted to 
outer a protest against tlu t olley system, 
as it. was for the interest ot Newton not 
to unnecessarily disfigure its streets. 
Ho was amazed at tho ovidotice ho had 
discovered within tho past threo days as 
to t lie successful working of tho storage 
battery system. Tho president of the 
Newton A Boston company had stated 
before the board that lie intended and 
expected to uso tho storage battery 
system. 

President Parker said what he had 
said was that ho was looking into tho 
system with a view of adopting it, if he 
was satisfied it was best to do so. 

Mr. Smith said he had got a different 
impression. Besides he had found that 
tho Milford A Hopcdalo storage battery 
cars were workiug to the satisfaction of 
all. Gars had run overy day last winter 
and four gentlemon of Newton High- 
lands had boeu over that road this day, 
and could tell of its success. Tltero was 
none of the noiso made by the trolley 
cars, they carried ntty load, went up any 
grade, aud the people there said tho cars 
wero uow completely satisfactory. Tho 
president of tho road knew, howover, 
that if storage batteries were a success 
on oue side of Newton, he would have 
to use them soou on tire other. 

Mr. S. B. Jones said ho had understood 
from the first that storage battory cars 
were to be used, and tho residents on 
the south sido of the city had been given 
that impression. The company had 
made a definite promise, and why did 
not they keep it. 

So much applause followed this that 
Mayor Hibbard said ho should have to 
close the hearing if it was repeated. 

President Parker said tho Newton & 
Boston company were not responsible 
for the promises made by tho Garden 
City company. It was a "different com- 
pany, with different stockholders aud 
officers. 

Mr. Jones said the company baa prac- 
ticed deception from tho beginning. The 
company did say they would use the 
storage battery system if it was success- 
ful. YVe.rode over the Milford road to- 
day, aud found it a complete success, aud 
a committee of the board would find it so. 
Ho would like to kuow what other consid- 
erations had influence, and as tax-payers, 
the citizeus iff the Highlands thought 
the board ought not to grant the trolley 
system on its principal streets. 

Mayor Hibbard said that if the board 
granted it, it was because in their judg- 
ment it was best to do so. 

Mr. Heustis was called on and said 
that he had asked at a former heariug, of 
Mr. Kellar.one of the officers of the road, 
if they intended to use the storage bat- 
tery system and Mr. Kellar had said that 
they did. 

Mr. Parker said it was a question of 
dollars and ceuts with the road. 

Mr. Usher, representing the Milford it 
Hopedale road, said his road had begun 
fourteen months ago, and in the past 
year, they had run 66,000 miles, and 
made 6000 round trips. Their cars had 
never broken down, which could uot be 
said of the trolley cars, or failed to come 
back with their owu power. He did not 
come here with a view to business, but 
because ot the absurd stories that had 
been told. Ho recognized Mr. Parker’s 
motives. He was president of a railway 
that had $25,000 in trolley stock and $68,- 
000 in equipments, that would be useless 
if storage batteries were adopted. The 
ouly fault he found was in his trying to 
make out that he was thinking of adopt- 
ing the storage battory system. He 
could present testimony from the head 
of the Engineering Corps of the U. S. 
Army, from the head of tho Scientific 
department of Harvard, that storage 
batteries were a success. He knew the 
experience of tho Thomson-U ouston 
company, wheu they began with their 
mile of level track at Crescent Beach and 
worked day and night to keep their cars 
in repair aud running, so as to induce 
Lynn to adopt the system. But his road 
had not such expensive repairs or such a 
force of workmen. His cats had run a 
year with less than $100 in repairs to 
cars, and the Newton road had spent 
$52,000 in repairs to cars the past year. 
Mr. Usher gave at length figures show- 
ing how much cheaper his cats were run 
than trolley cars, aud their successful 
operation. 

Mayor Hibbard asked if Mr. Usher re 
called tie visit of the board last fall, 
when they found that they could walk 
faster titan tho cars were run. 

Mr. Usher said that the company were 
uot offering its cars then, but waited un- 
til the system had been perfected, and 
now they were admitted to be a sue. -ess, 
and gave details of the written proposi- 
tion he had made Mr. Parker, by which 
his company would furnish ten fully 
equipped cars for $40,000 or $4000 each, 
wlide his trolley cars cost him $7000 
each, aud the company which represent 
ed two millions, would guarantee the 
cars aud the system. lie bad one car 
operating iu Sioux City, aud it was such 
a success that it hud been voted to adopt 
the system there. 

Mr. Lymau Ross spoke of his visit to 
Hopedale and the successful operation 
of i lie ears. 

Mr. Samuel Shaw said if storage bat- 
tery cats were what was claimed, New- 
ton ought to have them. The board 
should he careful of the interests of the 
city and should he held to a strict ac- 
count. Valuable franchises iu the streets 
were given away too freely. 

Mayor Hibbard said the board were 
not neglectful of the interests of tho 
city- They had visited Milford three 
different limes aud felt that Mr. Usher 
oven did uot want them to adopt the 
system. 

Mr. Usher said tint his system was 
now perfected aud they were willing to 
guarantee it. 

President Parker said Mr. Usher had 
made his company a proposition aud the 
directors had carefully considered it, but 
had decided that it was uot for their 
interests to adopt it. One great objec- 
tion was their open cars, with seats fac- 
ing each other, which would uot be 
popular, aud as the profit a road made 
was Mom the summer patronage they 
had fell that this was a grave objection. 

Mr. Usher said his cars would seat GO, 
w hile Mr. Parker's cars ouly seated 40. 

The hearing was theu postponed to 
Monday evening, J uno Gth,at 8.60 o’clock. 

RIVER STREET CAR TRACKS. 

A bearing was then given ou the ques- 
tion of rescinding the order for the re- 
moval of the trucks on River street from 
the hide to the centre of the street. 

Messrs. McGliucby, Cox aud two 
otheis objected, uud Thomas Uuguu 
favored rescinding, as he wished Kiv£ 
street put Jin good condition as soou as 
possible, uud uow the highway commit- 
tee have an appropriation uud are ready 
to go to work upon it. The objectors, 
he h.iid.have other motives than the good 
of the street, aud only waul to tuuke 
trouble for the road. The heariug was 
theu closed aud the regular business of 
tbe board wu* taken up.

W. R. Dowey nsked for coucroto side- 
walk on Franklin streot. 

Aldormau Harbach reported in favot 
of taking private laud for sower on 
Pleasant street to Boston line, over laud 
of Langdon S. Ward and others, and a 
hearing was appointed for Monday even- 
ing, June 0, at 7.80. 

The Newton A- Watertown Gas Co. 
wero granted liconse to erect poles on 
Berkeley and Exeter street for oleetrie 
lights. 

Sowers wore ordered laid on Walnut 
street, Lako View avotnie, Grove Hill 
avenue, and Wiswall street. 

Aldormau Coffin from highway com- 
niitteo reported in favor of laying con- 
crete walks ou Irving stroet, Chester, 
Columbus, Stuudish, Watertown stroet 
in front of Willie Russell’s, Centre street 
in front of Mr. Furbot’s, Erie avenue and 
Park street, and orders wore passed for 
the work. Also for orosswalk on Wash- 
ington and Watertown streets. 

Petitioners for walks on Watertown, 
Beacon, Cedar and Mill, Pino Ridge road, 
Margin, Clinton place, Church, Irving 
and Washington streets wore given leave 
to withdraw, and reports were made of 
walks which had been completed. 

Ellen Burns, who petitioned for 
damages ou account of a fall on au icy 
Bidowalk, wasgivou loave to withdraw. 

On motiou of Alderman Coffin an order 
was passed for the widening of Beacon 
street to a width of 70 feet, from Station 
street to Grant avenue, under tho better- 
motti act, and taking the necessary land 
therefor.

A hearing was opened on the proposed 
widoningof Beacon street to 100 feet, but 
no one appearing, was promptly closed.

The School Hoard. 

The tnaybr presided at the meeting of 
tho school board, Wednesday evening, 
and Messrs. Lawrence, Hornbrooke, 
Hale and Mrs. Davis were absent. 

The board went into executive session 
soon after assembling and unanimously 
re-appoiuted all the scIiojI teachers for 
next year. 

With open doors au order was passed 
that the High school term close Tues- 
day, Joue 28, and tho primary uud gram- 
mar Thursday, June 80. The sum of 
$12,088.82 was appropriated for the 
current mouth and the following text 
books were adopted for use iu the 
primary aud grammar grades: The 
Young Folks Cyclopedia of Persons aud 
Places, The Young Folks Cyclopedia of 
Comtuou Things, Poetry and Prose for 
School Days, Graded Selections fur 
Memorizing, Poetry for Home and 
School, Memory Gems in Prose and 
Verst', Excellent Quotations for Home 
anti School, Whittier’s Child Life. 

Tbe mayor resigned the chair tor the 
balance of the year to Mr. Travis. 

An order placing the salary of Ida 
Collins, supervisor of drawing, at $1200 
pur year was passed. 

Mr. Bond offered au order that $100 be 
appropriated for the expenses of the 
Juno military drill, and that the mid- 
winter dtill be discontinued. The order 
passed. 

Alice E. Macomber was appointed as- 
sistant teacher in drawing at the High 
school and ussistuut instructor iu the 
primary aud grammar grades at $7-50 pur 
annum. Jennie E. lreson was appointed 
teacher of elocution and physical culture 
iu the primary and grammar schools ut 
$1000 salary. Horace M. Walton was 
appointed special teacher in music in the 
primary and grammar grades at a salary 
of $1500. Ellon L. Bond and Sarah I.. 
Dix wore appointed sowing teachers on 
full time ut a salary of $480, aud Sarah 
Aylcs on half time ut $240. 

Truant officers were appointed as fol- 
lows: Winslow J. Fisk, John W. Howe, 
George Linn, Chas. Tapley at an hourly 
compensation of ceuts fifty for uctual ser- 
vice 

The report of the superintendent of 
schools was iu reference to the question 
of temperance as taught iu tho public 
schools, a matter which he was re- 
quested by the board to investigate, 
lie advised procuring a suitable teacher 
fur conducting this brunch. If a lit 
person is employed to organize uud 
direct the wank included iu the term 
nature study, such action would result 
iu euriebiug the program of primary aud 
grammar schools in a most beneficial 
manner. Temperance teaching would 
drop into its natural place, a position iu 
which it would have organic couuectiou 
with the other lilies of instruction. Hu 
accordingly recommended that the com- 
mittee on text books and oourse of 
study be iustruoted to consider the 
advisability of employing a special 
teacher iu this branch. 
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I Ho also recommended that the study 
of German begin ono year eailicr in tho 
High school. 

Orders were then pissed referring the 
report to the text hook committee. 

The master of the High school was 
authorized to proem o clerical assistance 
at not moro than $6 per week, and Mabel 
A. Langley was appointed an unassigned 
teacher at a salary of $500.

THE TAX Ox CRUDE MATERIAL 

AN KRTIMATK OF WHAT IT OORTS THE 
COUNTRY. 

(Edward Atkinson In the Bouton Herald.) 

The farmers and cotton growers of the 
country have recently been trying to find 
out what is the matter with their mar- 
kets, and they have demanded more 
money. The depression in the prico of 
fAtm products and the difficulty in the 
salo of the exooss lie at the bottom of 
this demand for more money, and have 
exposed us to tho dangerous agitation of 
the silver question. Wbatlthe farmers re 
quire is a inoro open and wider market 
and a readier salo of tho oxcess of their 
products, which thoy can only secure by 
removing tho obstruction to the import 
of tho means of payment with which the 
world is waiting to meot them. 

Again, our manufactures aro subject to 
great fluctuations. Why? Because their 
possible homo market is vory largely 
among the farmers or among those who 
supply the farmers with tools and imple- 
ments, or who move the products of tho 
farm from the Held to the consumer. 
More than one-half of the domestic de- 
mand tor the manufactures of this coun- 
try rests upon the ability of the farmer to 
buy tho goods, the ability of the farmer 
to buy manufactured goods depends 
upon his ability to soil liis excess or sur- 
plus of products for export to foreign 
countries, indiroctly tho stability of the 
market for all products depends upon the 
free export of our surplus. 

The revenue derived from the crude 
materials which aro necessary in tho pro- 
cesses of domestic industry has formed 
but a small part of tho excess of our 
revouue which has been applied to the 
purchase of our bonds long before their 
maturity. It could all bo spared at the 
present time without the loss of revenue 
beiug felt in the slightest degree. I am 
of the profound couviction that the in- 
direct injury to manufactures, agriculture 
and commerce is 50-fold as great by 
measure in more money. That is to say, 
the revenue of about $14,000,000 which 
the government receives from taxes upon 
crude materials which aro necessary in 
all processes of domestic industry, may 
have cost us $700,000,000* 

In other words, I think that no one can 
deal with this tax in its ratio to profits— 
in its obstruction to exports or in its 
pernicious effect in every direction, with- 
out reaching the conclusion that the cost 
of the reveuuo secured by the govern- 
ment upon wool, pig iron, coal, oro and 
a few other crude articles lias been fifty 
fold the amount of the revenue that the 
government has socured. This cost con- 
sists in privation of commerce through 
the effect of this apparently petty tax 
and in tho disparity in the cost of 
domestic manufactures heretofore 
demonstrated. 

Thejtotal revenue derived from the 
articles classed as crude products neces- 
sary in our domostio manufactures iu the 
last fiscal year was $14,000,000, chiefly 
from wool and other fibres, coal and iron. 
The direct effect of this tax in maintain- 
ing tho cost of the material of our manu- 
factures above that of other countries, I 
cannot put at less than the entire cost of 
the conduct of this government, includ- 
ing pensions; or over $2100.000,000. The 
indirect effect of this, aud other taxes, 
upon the import of the products of other 
countries, which are their only means of 
payment for our products of agriculture, 
cannot bo computed. It deprives us ot 
what might he t tho profits upon agricul 
tnre and commerce, which mav come to 
$300,000,000 or $400,000,000 more. Who 
can tell? Tho evil can never bo measured 
until it is removed. 

In a previous number the statement 
has been submitted of the depressing ef- 
fect of similar taxes upon the domestic 
industry of Great Britain in 1842. Sir 
Robert Teel and those who supported 
him in the abatement of tliese petty taxes 
upon materials, had little comprehension 
of tho prosperity that woula ensue as 
soon as tiiey were removed. An iucome 
tax was twice levied for limited torms of 
three years each, to make up for the ex- 
pected deficiency of revenue, which it 
was/assumed would ensue from tho re- 
moval of this tax, gave sucli an immense 
impetus to British agriculture, commerce 
and manufactures alike that in each 
instance the income tax becomes a sur- 
plus. The import of dutiable goods 
increased, aud the revenue thereon in- 
creased more rapidly than tho abatement 
had diminished it. The income tax it- 
self also yielded a far greater sum than 
its promoters anticipated, because the in 
comes subject to tax wore so rapidly de- 
veloped by the increasing prosperity of 
tho couutry. 

We shall never know iu this country 
how much hurt has come to us from tliese 
malignant taxes on crude materials until 
oue or two years after they have been re- 
moved. 


The Hoard of llealtu. 

The board of health met Tuesday 
afternoou in the uldermanic climber 
with the mayor in the chair. 

The time of the hoard was entirely 
taken up in hearings aud a large number 
of petitioners aud rumoustrants were 
present to be heurd. 

The first hearing was ou tho petition 
of Mr. F. A. lloudlett of Washington 
street to keep hens. 

Complaint hud been made against Mr. 
lioudlett’s hens by residents iu his vicin- 
ity and tiie board had given him leave to 
withdraw, hut upon request of the peti- 
tioner this hearing hud been called. 

Mr. lloudlett said that his house faced 
Washington street, his land compri/.iug 
some 10000 square feet of land ruuniug 
hack toward Treuiout street. There is a 
clear open valley through which a brook 
ruus at the rear of the premises aud here 
the lieu house is situated near the brook, 
lie had beou a poultry fancier sitioo 1887 
aud until recently hud kept his birds on 
farms iu tho couutry. 

The house at present occupied by tho 
fowl was built at some expense being 
lathed and plastered with couurote floors. 
The perches are cleaned and fresh louiu 
plac ed in the houses every day and the 
houses entirely cleaned out every few 
days. Au onclosunj coniines the birds 
aud it was hard to see how they could 
cause complaint. The birds ure vory 
valuable imported stock aud us u tax! 
payer aud citisuu of Newton ho believed 
lie was claiming nothing beyond what lie 
was entitled to by right. The first thut 
■ lie knew of the complaint against his 
premises was when his llceuse was re- 
fused. 

He presented a letter from Dr. R. A. 
Reed, whom he asked to visit the 
poultry house, iu which that geutlemau 


said tho house was expensively built 
and scrupulously clean without the 
slightest odor, and he could not s«o how 
it could he prejudicial to tho public 
health. 

A paper signed by eleven of his neigh- 
bors, whereas tho remonstrance con- 
tained only three names, was presented 
by Mr. lloudlett In which they requested 
tho granting of the license. 

Twenty six birds are now in tho house, 
but aftor July first while the family are 
away the birds will ho sent to some farm 
until about October. 

Mr. Reuben Ford of Waverlev avenue, 
one of the remonstrants, protested be- 
cause of the detriment to the property 
in tho vicinity. He thought property 
would depreciate iu value with a poultry 
yard iu the vicinity, aud thon the cool 
breezes in summer came from tho diroc- 
of Mr. Hnudlett’s hen house, and each 
year tho air would become more con* 
taimnated. There wero oidy a fow 
properly owners on his petition for n 
license. 

Mr. John I). Barrows said the lions 
never had boon ay annoyance but thought 
they would he somotime in the future. 

Mrs. C. W. Ball objected for sanitary 
reasons. Her son had been quite ill nnd 
she thought it was caused by tin* lien 
houso. Her physician had said it was 
not wise to have liens so near. 

The hearing was thon closed. 

A hearing on tho application of Mr. 
Whittemoro of Brighton Hill to keep 
fifteen cows closed, no remonstrants ap- 
pearing 

Hearings were thon grantod the follow- 
ing parties who had been ordered to 
mako sewer connections.

STORAGE BATTERIES. 

There is always a yearuiug after the 
deal, in ail well-regulated communities, 
amd this explains why the storage battery 
system of moving street cars is always 
xegarded with so much favor. Newton 
Ulighlauds wants all the good thiugs and 
made a great demonstration before the 
board of Aldermen, Monday evening, in 
favor of the storage battery system. In 
spite of its claiming to be one of the 
most wide-awalte sections of the city, the 
Newton and Boston Street Railway Com- 
pany appears to have got ahead of the 
Highlands, which fact called out many 
expressions of surprise aud disapproval. 

Whatever may be said of the storage 
battery system, and it is certainly the 
(ideal system, the board of aldermen in 
their visits to the backwoods where Mil- 
ford is located, were not favorably im- 
pressed with what they saw, as they 
reasoned that Newton people when they 
arode wanted to get somewhere, aud pre- 
ferred a swifter mode of conveyance than 
walking. For this reason they gave the 
Newton company its choice of motive 
power. Even Mr. Usher did uot eeem to 
claim that at the time of the aldermen’s 
visit this system was a success. 

This was only a very few months ago, 
aud even if the system is as much of a 
success now as is claimed, the system can 
hardly be said to have passed the experi- 
mental stage. It has only one small line 
of railroad on which it is employed, and 
one car in a far western city. Possibly 
If the Newton company were bold enough 
they might take hold of the system, but 
they say they prefer a system that has 
been thoroughly tested, eveu if it is more 
expensive.

Atchison’s Reorganization Completing. 

Boston— Five yeais ago the present 
financial management of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe R. R. Co. came iuto 
power. An expenditure of more than 
$100, 0 j 0 000 had been made by the pre- 
vious management for the building of ex- 
tensions aud new lines, but when the bal- 
ance sheet was struck uet earuings were 
fouud to bo not ouly uuaer dividend ex- 
pectations, but one third less than actual 
iuterest charges, while floating debt ar,d 
needed physical improvements hard 
pressed the company. 

The new directors and their banking 
associates carried the company for a 
year aud brought forth a scheme of finan- 
cial reorganization which has ever since 
been considered a masterpiece. It pro- 
posed in brief that $12,000,000 of charges 
be divided upon the basis of making one- 
third optional to pay according to net re- 
turns aud improvement requirements of 
the company. For this $4,000,000 of op- 
tional iuterest $80,000,000 [5 per cent] in- 
come bonds were issued to the bond- 
holders. 

It was immediately seen that there was 
a defect in such a plan— an uncertain 
feature made necessary at that stage by 
the uncertainties of the future — and that 
thore remained open the tumptatiou to 
rival or speculative railroad interests to 
purchase control of the property and 
develop the stock at the expense of the 
holders of the income bonds by putting 
all the net earning iuto improvements. 

It was proposed to cure this by a voting 
trust, but objection being made to this 
centraliz ition of power that plan was 
dropped. 

The same banking management, how- 
ever, continued in control and carried 
forward the development of the property 
until the new mileage after live years of 
operation has shown its earning capacity 
and proven the ability of the company to 
return to a fixed rate of payment upon 
all the money that went into the con- 
struction ot the Atchison road save that 
represented by the capital stock. 

The Co. now proposes— what could not 
have been proposed belore — to cure the 
one defect iu the reorganization plan, 
and make provision for improvements 
upon capital account for present mileage 
for several years to come. It will substi- 
tute a second mortgage 4 per cent bond 
for the present income o per cent bond, 
but oresiit income bond holders will get 
2*1 2 per cent tins year, and at the rate of 
2 1-2 per cent for the 1 5 months from July 
1 next, then :> per cent for one year, 8 1-2 
per ceutfor the next year, and the regu- 
larly established rate o< 4 percent there- 
after: in effect, making the preaeut in- 
come bonds into 4 per cent mortgage 
bonds with 2 1-2 per cent declared upon 
them payable Sept. 1 next, but waiviug 
in the aggregate during t ii •* next three 
years 3 per cent of their lixed 4 per cent 
annual iuterest. 

As a 4 per cent mortgage houd is far 
superior to a '» per cent income bind 
there is no ground for complaint from 
the holders of the incomes, and stock- j 
holders, while being benefited by the re- ' 
duction from "* per cent to 4 per cent in { 
the charges ahead of them, have the 
credit of the company placed upon such 
a basis that they can improve their ' 
property during the next 4 years by tin* I 
proceeds of $20,000,000 of the new 4 ner j 
ceut bonds: aud when the property has 
thus been improved, there will be uu 
more interest charge than at present 
between the slock aud the first mortgage ' 
bonds.

Elevating the B. & A. Railroad. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

There seems to be considerable complaint 
that the hearing last Monday evening was 
rushed through so hurriedly. It seemed to 
be taken for granted that the ‘plan pro- 
posed was the best for all concerned, and 
wnlle discussion was Invited, no one 
seemed to know what objection was ex- 
pected. Further consideration leads 111c 
for one, and I fancy many are of a like 
mind, to object positively to having any 
less than 14 feet in the clear, under any of 
the bridges crossing the streets. This is 
especially necessary in Ward 3 where the 
street grades are steep south of the rail 
road. The proposed 13 feet headway in 
that ward is insufficient, for teams nave 
been measured in our streets 13 1-2 or more 
in height, and moving eLher up or down 
the hill, even 14 feet will scarcely suffice 
for them to pass easily under the elevated 
road as planned. We do not begrudge the 
other wards having, as they do. 14 feet 
clear, but as this elevating is for all time to 
come, no mistake should now' be made, in 
fact, must not be. A few thousand dollars 
more or le>s additional cost to the railroad, 
should not be allow’ed to stand in the way 
of having the elevation satisfactory to our 
citizens, now' and hereafter. I do not 
write in the interest alone of Ward 3, but 
no bridge should have less than 14 feet 
headway anywhere along the proposed 
elevation. Tills affects every citizen, 
w hether living on the north or the south 
side of Newtuu. and 1 suggest a thorough 
discussion with each of our aldermen, and 
promptly too, that they may tied their con- 
stituents are a unit in demanding tills 
change in the plan as at present drawn. 
The aldermen and President Bliss are ex- 
pected to meet early next week to discuss 
the plan.

The Raising of the Railroad Tracks. 

To the Editor of tho Graphic:— 

As 1 was unable to get to City Hall last 
Monday evening iu season for the hear- 
ing on tho above question, 1 would like 
to say a few words through your paper. 

I believe the raising of tho tracks as 
proposed will be au incalculable damage 
to our city. 1st on account of the un- 
sightliness of the embankment, whether 
masonry or slope. It was said at tho 
hearing on the question of opening the 
tract of land between tho railroad and 
Washington street (an improvement 
which certainly should bo made) that tho 
railroad would build a grassed slope lor 
their road bed, which would look very 
nice iu connection with tho proposed im- 
provement. It would look so, if well 
kept about live mouths iu the year, and 
for seven months would bo an inevitable 
disfigurement. 

This embankment would shut off' tho 
south side of tiie track from any good 
view of tho Washington street improve- 
ment, and would thereby render it of 
very much less value to tho city. 

This embankment would also shut off 
to a considerable degree, the free passage 
of air, aud of view, which is now possi- 
ble, between tho sections laying from 500 
to 1,000 ft. ou each side of the track. 2nd 
the passage of trains over a raised track 
will produce more noise than over u 
sunken one, and this noise will peuotruto 
the houses to a much greater distauce ou 
each side 3rd Lotauyono stand by t he 
track where the ground is dry uud see

They will not uuderntarid 
perhaps the real reanoti for thin embank- 
ment. They will naturally attribute it 
to tho unual reasoning, that the land in 
low and an embankment Decennary. It 
will give a large nection of the city a 
sunken look ; on the other hand if pann- 
ing through a cut, passengers would 
naturally suppose it wan necessary 
because the land wan high. 

It in doubtienn desirable to nepai ate the 
grades, but it should be done by lower- 
ing the trackn, which would to a very 
great extent abate instead of increasing 
the annoyance of noise and dunt from 
passing train*., and place the railroad and 
its work as much out of night as possible. 
I am told that, there are no engineering 
difficulties whatever in tho way of this 
plan. It. in in every way possible. The 
idea has been spread abroad however, 
and carefully cultivated, that tlii* cannot 
be done. That the raising of the tracks 
is the only practical way to separate the 
grades, [t is doubtless the choice of the 
railroad company, but tho people of New- 
ton should consider with great care the 
practical points involved, for this change 
when made will he for all time, aud there 
can be iio after remedy. Geo. M. Fiske, 
Auhttrndale, May 25.
